(ERIC Document). The indexes appear in an “Index Section” and provide access to the Resumes 
by Subject, Personal Author, Institution, and Publication Type.

In this 
way, the monthly microfiche collection for each 
issue is immediately preceded by a microfiche 
index to that collection.

Researchers predict the number of people in the 

United States workforce could exceed 180 million 

by 2028, but, if employment demands continue to 

expand at current levels, the number of jobs could 
approach 200 million. Skills needed to perform 
those jobs will continue to grow, requiring higher 
levels of training to perform all jobs, including 
those viewed as low-skilled or unskilled. An aging 
population and larger percentage of minorities in 
the work force add to this already critical situation. 

Jobs requiring training beyond high school will 

grow nearly twice as fast as those requiring less 

training, increasing pressure on postsecondary edu- 
cational institutions to accommodate demand. 

Technical and soft skills will continue to replace 

static skill sets as employers react to changes and 

innovation in the marketplace. To enable workers to 
obtain relevant training in as timely and cost-effec- 


tive a manner as possible, alternative methods of 
educational delivery have emerged—distance 
learning and online “e-learning” at existing educa- 
tional institutions and through new virtual postsec- 
ondary institutions and training organizations. 
Companies partner with community colleges and 
training organizations to develop programs tailored 
to company needs. All this education and training 
will result in a more efficient, flexible, and smarter 
workforce. However, to avoid severe shortages in 
adequately trained workers, employers and educa- 
tors will need to work together more closely to 
ensure workers receive the training employers need.

The relationship between education and the 

United States (U.S.) economy was explored to iden- 

tify research needed to inform employment policy 

in the future. Special attention was paid to the fol- 
lowing topics: the state of education in the U.S.; key 
problems in grades K-12 that must be addressed; 
student achievement; inequity; costs of special edu- 
cation; and proposed “silver bullet” answers to 
existing problems. On the basis of the evidence 
reviewed, it was concluded that mediocre educa- 
tional results do not threaten economic perfor- 
mance and that major initiatives toward reforming 
education have had limited success. It was further 
concluded that research and policy analyses in the 
economics of education can play an important role 
in directing educational policymakers toward 
improved student achievement through better cur- 
riculum, instruction, leadership development, and 
professional development. The following were 
among the areas of inquiry suggested: (1) using 
econometric techniques to identify the impacts of 
programs and initiatives; (2) identifying those inter- 
ventions that work best with disadvantaged stu- 
dents; (3) assessing the cost-effectiveness of 
educational initiatives; (4) determining the best 
ways of using incentives to improve the system; and 

(5) determining whether financing affects student 

achievement and identifying ways of improving the 

equity and efficiency of financing public education.

Profiles of typical Florida inmates 
indicate almost 75 percent of the inmate population 
test at a ninth-grade level or below and at or below 
basic literacy skills. Academic and vocational train- 
ing for Florida inmates has yielded these positive 
results: a “return on investment” to taxpayers of 
$1.66 for every dollar spent; and fewer major disci- 
pline reports, higher earnings after release, more 
employment and staying off public assistance after 
release, and less recidivation. Educational services 
are also provided through Florida's five privatized 
correctional facilities and public education system. 
For Fiscal Year (FY) 1998-99, the DC served 
32,187 inmates in academic, vocational, or special 
education programs at a cost of $28,407,704. For 
FY 1999-2000, $34,679,542 were appropriated. 
Innovative approaches such as distance learning 
show promise. Recommendations that support the 
DC's mission of preparing offenders for re-entry 
and release into society include: expand the use of 
the Corrections Distance Learning Network and tar- 
get additional vocational programs toward DC 
youthful offender institutions.

To 
implement a career portfolio program, roles of 
these actors must be defined: coordinator, voca- 
tional and academic teachers, counselors, parents, 
and local employers. These specific issues of port- 
folio design must be addressed: how the purpose of 
the portfolio affects its structure and content, and 
advantages and disadvantages of the medium (paper 
and cardboard, diskettes, CD-ROMs, and Web 
pages). The process of student portfolio develop- 
ment requires careful attention. To derive the edu- 
cational benefit of building a portfolio, students 
must do the self-assessment, reflection, and analy- 
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sis themselves. Teachers and counselors must play 
the roles of facilitator, guide, mentor, and collabo- 
rator and lead the students, through the process not 
do the work for them.

goals, and demanding standards for technical 
achievement. Finally, to improve high schools for 
vocational students, the study found that states can 
require all students to complete at least the “High 
Schools That Work”-recommended curriculum to 
graduate; create accountability standards for 
schools to increase the number of students reaching 
curriculum and achievement goals; improve voca- 
tional student evaluation methods; improve voca- 
tional teacher preparation; require schools to 
provide students early and ongoing advice about 
postsecondary career and educational options; pro- 
vide funding for schools to offer summer programs 
and before/after school programs to help students 
reach high standards; and establish teams of experts 
to assist low-performing schools.

The study identi- 
fied areas of the vocational education and training 
systems in the two countries that are providing posi- 
tive outcomes for adults who are retraining and 
upskilling and also highlighted areas of the sector 
not adequately servicing the needs of this group. 
For example, Korean employers are much more 
likely to provide training that will assist an 
employee to gain higher-level skills that enable 
them to gain a promotion, while training undertaken 
by Australian employees is usually relevant to the 
tasks performed in the current job. The Employ- 
ment Insurance Scheme in Korea, while not highly 
used, has increased the number of workers trained 
in advanced courses. The study also found that 
adults who had completed higher levels of school- 
ing, such as those in Korea, were more likely to 
engage in lifelong learning than those in Australia, 
who often left school earlier. Over the past 20 years, 
Australia has developed a publicly funded VET 
(vocational education and training) system that has 
been successful in training or re-training employed 
adults. The Korean government is trying to inte- 
grate workplace learning into its VET system 
through the amendment of its vocational qualifica- 
tion system. The Australian experience suggests 
that the reforms should take place in the broader 
context of the VET systems in Korea.

Educational research is distinctive inasmuch as it 

shares the moral objective of education, which is to 
help people make the best of themselves through 
processes of learning. Educational research is a ser- 
vice industry for education. As such, its contribu- 
tion to the efficiency and effectiveness of 
educational processes can be increased by focusing 
on the idea of knowledge transformation. Knowl- 
edge transformation refers to an issue otherwise 
known as knowledge use, knowledge transfer, or 
knowledge application. The necessary conditions 
for productive knowledge transformation are as fol- 
lows: a knowledge base; a problem definition 
related to the base; transformation/learning strate- 
gies involving various modes of representing “old” 
knowledge as well as acquisition of “new” knowl- 
edge; and appropriate motivation. To transform this 
general model to pedagogic research and the 
advancement of pedagogy, it is necessary to 
develop a model of the context of pedagogy. Teach- 
ers must transform research findings into on-site 
solutions in interaction with extant knowledge 
bases, professional expertise, and operating sys- 
tems involving regulatory and accountability proce- 
dures. Education research should be designed and 
managed by teams containing cadres of educational 
workers with a shared commitment to following 
research through to action. Moreover, greater 
investment in urgency in educational research and 
in the learning process called transformation is 
needed.

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The factors responsible for the atypical success 
experienced by some English further education 
(FE) colleges were examined through case studies 
of eight FE colleges that have managed to extend 
their high-quality vocational education and train- 
ing (VET) provision in recent years. The 8 colleges 
were selected from only 56 identified as having sig- 
nificant provision at level 3 in most VET areas. Data 
were collected from official enrollment, retention, 
and achievement statistics; a literature review; and 
site visits. Successful delivery of high-quality spe- 
cialist VET provision was found to depend on a 
combination of the following factors: focused mis- 
sion and strategy; first-rate teaching by expert staff;

In 1998, Rio Salado College in Tempe, Arizona, 
established a transition program to help students in 
General Educational Development (GED) test prep- 
aration and English-for-Speakers-of-Other-Lan- 
guages (ESOL) classes make a successful transition 
to community college. As of the end of the transi- 
tion program's second year, it had developed into an 
ongoing, smooth-running program providing stu- 
dents with the support and services they needed for 
a successful first semester at Rio Salado College. 
The program faced and overcame several chal- 
lenges, including finding better ways to recruit and 
retain GED students and increasing the selectivity 
of eligibility requirements for ESOL students. Pro- 
gram accomplishments in 1999-2000 included 
improving the network of college contacts, estab- 
lishing a series of college preparedness workshops, 
and establishing an independent study program for 
ESOL students. As of September 2000, a total of 
354 GED and ESOL students had enrolled in 574 
classes, 86% of those students completed their 
classes, 84% of classes were completed, and 93% of 
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those were passed (including 38% with an A). Plans 
for the program's future include further increasing 
the number of GED students transitioning into col- 
lege; designing better assessment tools; and devel- 
oping an improved data base and record-keeping 
system for tracking and reporting purposes. (MN) 
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The skills and education/training implications of 

the development of electronic commerce in the 

United Kingdom's retail industry and its associated 

supply chain were examined. The major data collec- 

tion activities were as follows: a literature review; 
consultation with leading academics and advisers; 
an e-mail-based call for information from retailers 
involved in electronic commerce; and interviews 
with retailing organizations involved in electronic 
commerce. The following were among the skill

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In September 1998, the National Center for Edu- 
cation Statistics (NCES) established a 1-year task 
force to review the NCES's role concerning lifelong 
learning. The eight-member task force established a 
working definition of lifelong learning (“a process 
or system through which individuals are able and 
willing to learn at all stages of life, from preschool 
through old age”) and conducted the following 
activities: (1) summarized and prioritized policy 
issues concerning lifelong learning; (2) synthesized 
exiting data to address monitoring and policy 
needs; (3) identified and prioritized gaps in existing 
data; and (4) developed recommendations on data 
collection strategies. The recommendations 
focused on the following lifelong learning issue 
areas: the adult population; learning attitudes and 
skills of adults; labor market demand for adult 
learning; participation levels and patterns; goals, 
incentives, and disincentives; investments in adult 
learning; adult learning providers; instructional 
delivery and new technologies; informal learning; 
services and accommodations for adults; outcomes 
and effectiveness; and the government's role in 
adult learning. The task force concluded that adult 
learning is an important area of education that 
should have a coherent data collection and reporting 
system within NCES and that NCES should take the 
following steps to develop such a system: (1) 
develop a compendium report summarizing existing 
information on lifelong learning; and (2) modify 
existing survey instruments that collect relevant 
information.

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Anticipated demographic changes in the United 
States adult population in the decade between the 
National Adult Literacy Survey (NALS) of 1992 
and the National Assessment of Adult Literacy 
(NAAL), which is scheduled for 2002, were 
reviewed. Next, the implications of those changes 
for the NALS and NAAL were analyzed. The analy- 
sis focused on births, deaths, and international 
migration. Next, a demographic model of adult lit- 
eracy proficiency was described that links changes 
in literacy proficiency to compositional and matura- 
tional changes in the adult population. Composition 
components were defined as changes over time in 
membership in the target population, whereas matu- 
rational components were defined as changes over 
time in the literacy proficiencies of given individu- 
als who are in the target population at both time 
points. The model predicted increases over the 
decade in the mean literacy proficiency of both the 
foreign- and native-born adult populations and 
decreases in the percentages of each that are per- 
forming at the lowest level. (Eight implications of 
the model for the NAAL methodology were dis- 
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cussed, including implications related to the fol- 
lowing issues: parallel population coverage in the 
NALS and NAAL assessments; adequate represen- 
tation of minority and immigrant groups; and work- 
ing with populations having limited English 
proficiency.) (MN) 
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A study focused on researchers’ use of the 
English-Language Background Questionnaire 
(EBQ) portion of the National Adult Literacy Sur- 
vey (NALS), the results of which were released in 
1993. Data were gathered by surveying NALS data 
users about how they have used the EBQ data, their 
perspectives on the strengths and weaknesses of the 
EBQ, and their recommendations for changes to the 
EBQ. A content analysis was also conducted of 
published research papers that have involved analy- 
ses of the EBQ data to determine how the data were 
used in these research analyses. The study also drew 
upon recommendations garnered by a series of 
focus groups conducted by the American Institutes 
for Research in 1998. These sources were inte- 
grated with the study's own analysis of the NALS 
data. The following changes to the EBQ for future 
adult literacy assessments were recommended: 
expand the questions pertaining to educational 
experiences; expand the section on social and polit- 
ical participation or move the current items to other 
areas and delete this section; add an item on voter 
registration; acquire more detailed information 
regarding work history, wages, and parents’ occupa- 
tions; expand the section pertaining to literacy prac- 
tices; and gather information on technological 
literacy practices. (Appendixes include 34 refer- 
ences; instruments; and studies examined for con- 
tent review.)

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This paper offers recommendations to the 
National Center for Education Statistics (NCES) on 
the development of the background questionnaire 
for the National Assessment of Adult Literacy 
(NAAL). The recommendations are from the view- 
point of a researcher interested in applying sophisti- 
cated statistical models to address important issues 
in adult literacy. The paper focuses on five issues, 
each of which is the subject of a section of the 
paper: sampling; selection bias; measurement; pol- 
icy modeling; and gauging cohort effects. Each sec- 
tion considers the scope of the issue and then makes 
recommendations to NCES. These recommenda- 
tions include providing all appropriate sampling 
weights in NAAL data; examining contextual 
effects on the distribution of literacy ability in the 
population; considering relevant auxiliary variables 
that would constitute the selection equation; con- 
sidering the hypothesized number of factors and 
including at least four variables measuring each 
factor in the questionnaire; obtaining retrospective 
data on general and job-specific literacy-related 
activities; and exploring the possibility of linking 
NAAL with existing longitudinal surveys.

A study was conducted to determine what factors 
account for the wide Canada-Sweden literacy gap, 
and what lessons can be learned from such a com- 
parison that may help reduce the incidence of low 
literacy skills in Canada. The study found that the 
incidence of low literacy skills (failing to exceed 
level 2 in all three literacy domains—prose, docu- 
ment, and quantitative) was twice as high among 
non-immigrants under age 65 in Canada (29 per- 
cent) as in Sweden (14 percent). The study also 
found that most Swedish youth start their working 
lives with at least a minimum of literacy skills, 
regardless of level of education, while Canadian 
youth are highly likely to have low literacy skills 
unless they continue into postsecondary education. 
The findings suggest that the Swedish education 
system may be more successful than the Canadian 
education system in equipping individuals with lit- 
eracy skills by the time they leave high school and 
that Canadians engage less frequently in activities 
(such as volunteer work, lifelong learning, and 
using libraries) than Swedes.

This paper describes a study designed to explore 
the learning environments of doctoral and master's 
degree counselor education programs. Counselor 
educators (N=8) from four states were interviewed; 
four Council for Accreditation of Counseling and 
Related Educational Program (CACREP) programs 
were represented. The focus of counselor education 
at the master's level appears to be congruent with 
the notion that graduate programs help students pre- 
pare for careers in order to meet the needs of the 
marketplace. Courses are generally survey in nature 
and most of the curriculum involves the transmis- 
sion of knowledge from the professor to the stu- 
dents.

Student affairs professionals are increasingly 
called upon to help college students overcome aca- 
demic difficulties in order to successfully earn their 
degrees.

A 
model for change is described that includes both a 
holistic assessment of academic difficulty and sug- 
gestions for three different levels of intervention 
based on the student's readiness and motivation for 
change.

FACES III has become the benchmark 
for family assessment. Genograms can be used 
when considering extended family relationships 
and the Eco-Map facilitates clinicians viewing indi- 
viduals as part of a larger system. When clinicians 
have the most recent knowledge based upon litera- 
ture and empirical studies, and have the ability to 
critically assess each situation, the client has the 
greatest chance of receiving the best treatment 
available.

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This paper attempts to determine whether 
increased levels of involvement among socially 
advantaged parents accounts for children's track 
placements. Research has shown that students of 
higher social classes have a greater advantage in 
attaining placement in elite math sequences. Data 
from the National Educational Longitudinal Sur- 
vey (1988) was used to look at sophomore-year 
track placements in math sequences. The results 
indicated that highly educated parents were more 
involved in their child's education. The sole indica- 
tor that was not positively correlated was when par- 
ents requested students to be held back. The results 
support the idea that social class has an effect across 
all of the math sequence transitions. Social class 
operates regardless of the level of student achieve- 
ment, although the effect on math sequence place- 
ment was strongest, regardless of the level of 
student achievement.

This paper examines the assumptions that a per- 
son's ethnic identity is equal to his/her national 
identity by looking at the stories of seven Korean 
American college students and their ethnic sense of 
self. It explores the lives and stories of these stu- 
dents as they refine what it means to be Korean 
American persons through social interactions with 
non-Korean American students as well as amongst 
themselves. These students used two labels to 
describe who they are, Korean American and Asian 
American. The label of Korean American had two 
very different meanings: Koreans in the United 
States and Americans with Korean heritage. Also, 
most of the participants felt that using a label to 
describe themselves was very limiting. Several par- 
ticipants used more than these two labels. This sug- 
gests that equating one's ethnic identity with 
national ancestry may not best explain the Korean 
American students’ ethnic sense of self. Some stu- 
dents used the pan-ethnic label of Asian American. 
This challenges the primordial view on ethnic iden- 
tity, since Asia is not their national origin. The find- 
ings suggest that the ethnic sense of selves for the 
Korean American students is multi-dimensional 
and dynamic. An ethnic person may identify the self 
by using different labels, and different social envi- 
ronments may highlight a different part of the eth- 
nic sense of selves.

A pilot study was conducted with three 8th grade 

boy and three 8th grade girls to understand their 

interpretation of the existence of peer groups and 
their belonging to a specific peer group. The study 
also attempted to determine whether boys and girls 
differ in their perceptions of social relationships in 
school. A literature review was conducted on femi- 
nist literature about the relational psychology of 
adolescent girls; masculinity and boys’ peer culture; 
gender differences in adolescent peer friendship; 
and adolescent interpersonal competencies as 
described in developmental psychology. From 
cross-case conclusions, boys and girls clearly dem- 
onstrated different patterns in their perceptions of 
peer relationships in groups. As for the meaning of 
being in a peer group, boys and girls differed in that 
the girls were more concerned about fitting into the 
group. Both the literature review and pilot study 
suggested that adolescent boys and girls have dif- 
ferent perceptions of peer groups. Boys stated that 
the group is what they do together. For girls, it is 
whether they are popular or well-liked. Girls feel 
more connected and dependent on groups. The 
importance of qualitative research was stressed in 
order to help adolescents who have problems with 
the meaning of peer groups in their lives. (Contains

This study analyzed the association between 
resilience and violence as rated by teachers and par- 
ents of exceptional students (N=613) from large 
urban, public schools in Ohio. Multiple types of 
exceptionalities were represented and a high pro- 
portion of the diversity came from low socioeco- 
nomic backgrounds. Resilience predictor variables 
were assessed using the Resilience Assessment of 
Exceptional Students-Parent Rating Form which 
considered such variables as knowledge; planning 
for needs; problem-solving; modeling; peer rela- 
tions; adult interactions; extended family; and com- 
munity support. The results indicated that positive 
peer relations were most consistent with unique 
predictions of violence and externalizing behavior 
problems. Urban exceptional youth who are violent 
with externalizing problems have higher positive 
relations. This finding is consistent with previous 
research results. It concludes that exceptional youth 
with violent or aggressive behavior may benefit 
from techniques to promote peer leadership in 
socially positive ways.

The results provide support for the litera- 
ture that a person's family background and coping 
resources are related to emotional functioning in 
the context of family relationships. The emergence 
of social desirability as a statistically significant 
predictor of variance at step one of each model was 
noted. The pattern of results with respect to female 
participants included more predictors emerging as 
Statistically significant. Both family functioning 


and psychological coping resources were sug- 
gested as areas in which counselors could intervene.

The term “historical” is preferred 
only because the intention is to broaden the concept 
and to throw the emphasis on a temporal dimension 
of reading and writing that has suffered from 
neglect. The very phrase “academic discourse” 
diverts attention from the historical—academic 
speech refers to a particular linguistic system with 
its own codes and structures, and teaching academic 
discourse is teaching these synchronic codes rather 
than entering a diachronic conversation. Academics 
routinely draw on the work of a recognizable intel- 
lectual predecessor and apply it, adapt it, or revise it 
to fill a contemporary felt need. Lytton Strachey's 
“Eminent Victorians” is an example of a general 
truth: that the historical imagination is not really 
concerned with the past as past; it uses the past to 
address the present and reinvent the future.

The paper explains that in addition to 
their regular peer groups, for this project, the stu- 
dents were also assigned to electronic peer groups, 
and rather than meeting for face-to-face reading of 
essays, students had to e-mail their essays to mem- 
bers of their group and respond to the essays of their 
peers by reply message. The paper reports the find- 
ings regarding the manner in which this process 
affected student perceptions of each other and 
themselves over the course of the project. It 
includes the students’ comments and remarks on 
their experiences during the project. The paper 
states that requiring students to write across institu- 
tional boundaries to enhance audience awareness 
was, in the opinion of the project collaborators, a 
success. It cites agreement among the writing 
instructors guiding the project that audience adap- 
tation is one of the most sophisticated aspects of 
effective writing and the hardest to learn—they 
were pleased to see evidence of that adaptation in 
their students’ writing.

At any level, good writing requires an acknow}- 
edgment of writing strengths and weaknesses by 
both student and instructor.

When discussing plagiarism and cheating these 
days, college faculty seem to find themselves using 
the rhetoric of crime and punishment (“It's easier to 
steal from the Internet”) on their students rather 
than a rhetoric more attuned to their actual mission.

The Christian Science Church is a 
21st century religious movement that is bound to an 
unchangeable theology and intractable manage- 
ment structure developed by its 19th century 
founder. The church is a worldly business entity 
whose leadership manipulates assets, personnel, 
media and information while striving for “rectitude 
and spiritual understanding” (Eddy, 1906, p. 403). 
Christian Science is a way of life which system- 
atizes the personality of its charismatic founder 
while denying the reality of all things physical and 
personal. The immediate question at hand is 
whether the social order of Christian Science can 
allow the religious organization to survive in the 
years to come because the church is bound to theo- 
logical and organizational “rules” its members are 
prohibited from changing. While this study cannot 
answer that question, it raises important issues for 
leaders of any social/cultural entity to consider as 
they contemplate establishment of a social order 
which is consistent to values and yet will survive 
through changing times.

State legislatures and school boards are adopting 

a growing number of zero-tolerance polices toward 

weapons, guns, and violence. Zero-tolerance 

polices are rules intended to address specific 

school-safety issues. They have arisen in part as a 

response to the threat of the withdrawal of federal 

funds under the 1994 Gun-Free Schools Act, and 
pressure to address school violence created by 
extensive media coverage of incidents during the 
1990s. The National Center for Education Statis- 
tics found that after 4 years, zero-tolerance polices 
had little effect on previously unsafe schools. Posi-

The state universities of Michigan, like their 

counterparts across the United States, are suffering 

from a general erosion of academic standards and a 

radical politicization of the undergraduate curricu- 

lum. An important dimension of this problem is the 
effect on K-12 education in Michigan. Poor student 
performance and poor teacher preparation are 
directly related. There are many reasons for the 
decline in academic standards, including the disin- 
tegration of an effective core curriculum and the 
pervasiveness of trendy, politically correct courses,

College students are leaving their higher educa- 

tion institutions with more educational loan debt 
than ever before. From academic year 1994-1997 to 
1999-2000, the amount postsecondary education 
students borrowed through federal student loan pro- 
grams jumped from $24 billion to $33.7 billion, and 
total debt for borrowers who received master's and 
other advanced degrees more than doubled. Recent 
data reveal that much of the increased borrowing 
occurred because of the expansions of the loan pro- 
grams rather than growth in college costs. Many 
new borrowers come from middle and upper income 
families, and most undergraduate borrowers do not 
appear to have been adversely affected by their 
added indebtedness. Several possible reasons have 
been identified for the increase in the growth of stu- 
dent loans. Increases in federal grant aid have not 
kept pace with rising costs, and students’ financial 
needs have increased as educational costs have 
risen. Increases in loan limits and the ease of bor- 
rowing have allowed more students to receive loans.

The first is what are deans and 
what do they do? The position of dean did not gain 
universal acceptance in U.S. higher education until 
1913.

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The current method of advising students at 

Grambling State University was compared with that 
of Computer-Assisted-Academic-Advisement-and- 
Piacement (CAAAAP) to determine which 
approach would be more effective for advising stu- 
dents. The current method was a “semi-manual” 
method that takes quite a while to advise and place 
one student. As classes close, the process lengthens. 
Students remain in long lines, and counselors spend 
all their time reading printouts of course numbers. 
CAAAAP should allow for greater efficiency 
through the use of a computer program to store and 
match degree requirements and students’ academic 
records. Records are produced as evaluation reports 
that show graduation requirements and each stu- 
dent's progress in completing these requirements. 
The CAAAAP should also provide students with 
immediate feedback for their personal choices. A 
review of university resources indicates that the 
hardware is in place, and only the software is 
needed. Seven design principles are outlined for the 
recommended implementation of CAAAAP. (Con- 
tains 1 1 references.) (SLD) 
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This guide explains the principles that underpin 

the allocation of funding by the Higher Education 

Funding Council for England (HEFCE) and 

explains the components of an institution's grant. 

Each March the HEFCE announces the grant for the 

following academic year to each university and col- 

lege it funds. Formulas are used to determine how 
most of the money is allocated between institutions. 

These take into account certain factors for each 

institution, including the number and type of stu- 

dents, the subjects taught, and the amount and qual- 
ity of research undertaken. After the amount of 
funding is determined, it is provided as a “block 
grant” that institutions may allocate according to 
their own priorities within the broad guidelines of 
the HEFCE. It is not expected that institutions will 
model their own funding models on that of the 

HEFCE. The method used at present was first used 

to allocate grants for 1997-1998. The funding cycle 

is described with a chart that shows the time for 
funding decisions. In 2001-2002, the total funding 

will be 4,757 million British pounds, and 3,162 mil- 

lion pounds of this will be allocated by the HEFCE 

to teaching. (Contains 13 tables and | graph.)

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This study investigated the role of alumni in the 

financial support of higher education, explored stu- 
dent involvement as a means for understanding 
alumni involvement, and reported on the effects of 
having a student alumni association. Twenty-eight 
of 80 alumni associations contacted participated in 
the survey, and each of these had a student alumni 
association. Representatives of these associations 
completed the Student Alumni Association Ques- 
tionnaire online and returned a hard copy. The aver- 
age age of the responding organizations was 16 
years. At one end of the continuum were student 
alumni associations consisting of a large group of 
student members, and at the other end were student 
alumni associations restricted to a small group of 
student leaders. Research studies have shown that 
alumni who are financial contributors to their alma 
maters are also likely to have involvement with their 
alma mater. This study supported the proposition 
that the level of alumni involvement is linked to the 
basic perception and relationship of each alumna/ 
alumnus to the alma mater. The overall conclusion 
from the survey is that student alumni associations 
are a relatively inexpensive and very effective 
means of educating and interacting with the student 
population. (Contains 27 references.) (SLD) 
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This paper proposes a conceptual framework of 
mentoring for the academic context that will begin 
to unravel the confusing and conflicting definitions 
of mentoring that limit dialogue across disciplinary 
contexts. Two analytical concepts are suggested as 
a way to designate the common relationships of role 
model, advisor, and mentor in academe and to rec- 
ognize and consider attendant roles. These concepts 
are “intent” and “involvement.” A mentor may do 
all the things an advisor or role model does, or none 
of them. What distinguishes a mentor from an advi- 
sor is the focus on career advancement. The rela- 
tionship, which focuses on what proteges bring to 
the table and what they need to move on to the next 
level, has a future orientation. Involvement also dis- 
tinguishes a mentor from an advisor or role model. 
The role model relationship requires relatively low 
levels of involvement, the advisor role requires 
somewhat more, and the mentor role requires rela- 
tively high involvement. At any one time, one can 
be a role model to many, an advisor to some, and 
mentor to a few. (Contains 38 references.) (SLD) 
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This book was created to honor Jules B. LaPidus,

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The New England Student Success Study 
includes the results of survey of 350 low-income 4- 
year college students and in-depth interviews with 
low-income and minority students enrolled in 4- 
year institutions in the region combined with 
national data from the U.S. Department of Educa- 
tion. Four areas were of particular interest: (1) pre- 
college preparation; (2) financial aid; (3) 
involvement at or feeling connected to their institu- 
tions; and (4) attendance factors and behaviors that 
may inhibit persistence. Results of the study rein- 
force some of the findings from national research. 
Low-income and minority students face many 
obstacles to success in postsecondary education. It 
is usually the combined effect of these barriers that 
poses the greatest challenge. Precollege programs, 
such as TRIO or institution sponsored programs, 
are having an effect for those who participated, but 
only one quarter of New England students partici- 
pated in such programs. Financial aid continues to 
be vital to the success of low-income students, with 
90% receiving assistance, and 47% receiving a fed- 
eral Pell Grant. Overall, the attendance patterns of 
low-income students do not suggest that they are 
putting their ability to complete college at risk. Just 
under one-third were no longer at the college at 
which they began their studies; the most common 
reason for transfer was academic choices. Students’ 
involvement in and attachment to their institutions 
were essential elements of success. Where students 
live had an impact on their attendance patterns. Stu- 
dents who lived at home or off campus were more 
likely to be older and attend part-time. Policy rec- 
ommendations in this report target specific issues 
from the research. Two appendixes contain a chart 
of demographics of survey respondents and tables 
summarizing specific survey questions. (Contains 
15 tables, 15 figures, and 24 references.) (SLD) 
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In thinking about the design of public policy for 
higher education finance, it may be instructive to 
look back at the evolution of finance policy and how 
it has worked over the last three decades of U.S. 
higher education. The vehicle for this exploration is 
the tuition policy framework developed by the Car- 
negie Commission on Higher Education published 
in 1973. This seminal work outlined an economic 
framework for formulating policy on higher educa- 
tion finance as well as specific recommendations 
for tuition and financial aid policies. The Carnegie 
Commission conducted a comprehensive review of 
revenue and expenditure trends in higher education 
and developed eight recommendations on direc- 
tions for the future financing of higher education, 
including the role of student tuition as a source of 
revenue. An often-remembered recommendation 
was that resident student undergraduate tuition 
charges should average one-third of the institution's 
total cost to educate a student. This Commission's 
perspective on finance went well beyond this con- 
troversial recommendation to include a general 
framework to guide decisions about higher educa- 
tion finance between the states and the federal gov- 
ernment, public and private institutions, and 
undergraduate and graduate education. The central 
findings of the Commission's 1973 work can be 
clustered into: (1) a framework for thinking about 
higher education finance and the role of tuition as 
revenue; (2) an analysis of revenue and expenditure 
patterns to determine “who pays”; (3) an examina- 
tion of personal and societal benefits accrued from 
investment in higher education that highlights “who 
benefits”; and (4) recommendations on optimal 
pricing policies and overall strategy changes in 
investment in higher education. The Commission's 
recommendations were never implemented across 
the board, but they were influential in framing dis- 
cussions about finance in higher education. The rec- 
ommendations of the Carnegie Commission may 
not be practical in the current environment, but the 
framework and principles that guided the work are 
enduring and should be helpful to today's leaders as 
they struggle with difficult decisions and look for 
guidance on “best practice.” (SLD) 
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This report describes faculty and instructional 

staff in public and private not-for-profit 2-year-and- 

above postsecondary institutions in the United 

States. It is the first publication based on the 1999 

National Study of Postsecondary Faculty 

(NSOPF:99). For this study, a nationally represen- 

tative sample of faculty and instructional staff 

received questionnaires in 1999 that asked about 
their employment in the fall of 1998. Depending on 
their institution's policies, some faculty did not 
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have instructional duties (e.g., teaching one or more 
classes or advising or supervising students’ aca- 
demic activities), and some individuals with faculty 
status did not have “faculty” status. All instruc- 
tional duties for some individuals were related to 
noncredit courses or advising or supervising non- 
credit academic activities. Compendium tables 1 
through 5 are based on all faculty and instructional 
staff; compendium tables 6 through 34 include only 
faculty and staff with some instructional duties for 
credit. In the fall of 1998 there were about 1.1 mil- 
lion faculty and instructional staff employed by 
public and private not-for-profit 2-year-and-above 
postsecondary institutions in the United States. 
Most were employed by 4-year institutions, with 
public research and public comprehensive institu- 
tions employing the greatest number. Fifty-seven 
percent were employed full-time and 43% were 
employed part-time. Employment status varied with 
the type of institution, but faculty and staff of 
research institutions were more likely to by full- 
time employees. Approximately 91% of full- and 
part-time faculty and instructional staff had some 
for-credit teaching responsibilities. (Contains 6 fig- 
ures and 34 tables.) (SLD) 
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A content analysis conducted on all 2,846 first- 

time job advertisements that appeared in the 1994 

“APA Monitor” revealed changes in the proportion 

of openings in a number of disciplines when com- 

pared to data from 1984. Comparisons with the 

1984 data also revealed that a higher percentage of 

the 1994 announcements were for academic posi- 

tions. The number of 1993 U.S. doctoral recipients 

in each subdiscipline was also compared to the 

number of 1994 announcements within the subdis- 

ciplines. The results of this comparison suggest that 

overproduction of Ph.D.s may be taking place 

across various training areas. (Author) 
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This document represents the final report on fac- 

ulty salary compensation at California's public uni- 

versities for the current (2000-2001) and budget 

(2001-2002) years. It also contains a brief descrip- 

tion of the method used to calculate the parity per- 

centages and the faculty salary increase trends over 
the past 20 years. The data are collected from the 
two public university groups in California, Califor- 
nia State University (CSU) and the University of 

California (UC) in a method used for several years 

that involves a computational process that involves 

the weighting of several data elements by various 
factors, such as the number of faculty at each rank. 

During the first half of the 1980s, the salary lag 

between CSU and the universities with which it tra- 

ditionally compares itself on financial matters 
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(comparison group) was consistently smaller than 
the comparable lag for UC and its comparison 
group. By the later 1980s, this situation had 
reversed, and in the early 1990s few if any faculty 
salary increases were funded in California to create 
the largest compensation disparity since the 1970s 
and early 1980s. Tables present 1995-1996 and 
2000-2001 comparison institution data by rank. 
These tables also allow the comparison of the UC 
and CSU systems as to faculty salary. (SLD) 
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This guide addresses the federal income tax con- 

siderations a college or university president faces as 

an employee and the special tax issues that arise by 
virtue of serving as the institution's chief executive 
officer. It does not contain information about state 
and local taxes, nor does it discuss the tax situation 
of the institution. Specific information is provided 

in chapters on: (1) federal taxable income; (2) 

fringe benefits; (3) federal taxable income; (4) 

deductions; (5) retirement, deferred compensation, 

and savings plans; (6) estate taxes; and (7) other 
compensation issues.

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The end of a decade and the start of a new century 

provide an opportunity to review how higher educa- 

tion has changed and to assess the implications of 
these developments for the future. This report 
focuses on six higher education developments from 
the recent past: (1) the link between postsecondary 
education and individual well-being grows stron- 
ger; (2) new providers and new approaches chal- 
lenge traditional models; (3) the price of college has 
grown, as have the ways to pay for it; (4) options to 
pay for college have expanded, but the system 
remains incomprehensible; (5) regulatory and legal 
challenges have increased; and (6) increasing 
access to higher education for low-income and 
minority students remains an elusive goal. It is diffi- 
cult to know where these developments will lead, 
but there are some key considerations. Public sup- 
port of higher education will bring greater scrutiny, 
and concern over access will continue to grow. It is 
to be expected that technology will reshape higher 
education and may well redefine it. Middle class 
concerns about paying for college will not go away. 
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It also seems that the likelihood of increased gov- 
ernment regulation cannot be underestimated. The 
central question facing higher education is whether 
the community will wait passively for these events 
or whether it will present a unified and vocal front 
to policymakers and the media and help shape the 
future. (SLD) 
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Since 1989, the Transatlantic Dialogue Program 

has provided opportunities for presidents of U.S. 

universities and rectors of European universities to 

reflect jointly about higher education and their 
institutions. In the 1999 Translatlantic Dialogue, 
participants from 16 countries created a chart of key 
indicators that reflect institutional engagement with 
external constituencies: (1) serving adult or mature 
students; (2) the revenues derived from relation- 
ships with industry; and (3) service to the commu- 
nity. Much of the dialogue focused on future 
scenarios for higher education that could shape the 
work of faculty members. Changing expectations of 
society, the advance of technology, the explosion of 
information, and the end of higher education's 
monopoly on the creation and dissemination of 
knowledge mean that the future will be very differ- 
ent for universities. In other conversations, the dia- 
logue focused on changing expectations for serving 
students and society and the ways that new behav- 
iors and roles for faculty members will bring react 
to change or bring it about. These realities have 

already been recognized in the declaration of a 

European area of higher education signed by minis- 

ters of education from 29 European countries in 

1999. The shared recognition of the strategic impor- 

tance of higher education was echoed in this confer- 

ence. (SLD) 
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This report provides a snapshot of public atti- 

tudes toward and knowledge of higher education 

based on a national telephone survey of 850 U.S. 

adults. Americans continued to place high social 

value on a college education, but there was little 
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evidence that Americans wish to pursue knowledge 
for its own sake. Access to postsecondary education 
was seen as the passport to a better life, but a better 
life defined almost exclusively in economic terms. 
The public believed that colleges and universities 
offer high-quality programs and was enthusiastic 
about career training and lifelong learning opportu- 
nities. Paying for college remained a major con- 
cern, although Americans were less worried about 
financing an education than they were in January 
1998. Respondents believed that colleges do not 
keep tuition at an affordable level, and almost three- 
quarters of them thought colleges could reduce 
tuition without lowering the quality of education 
that students receive. The public still badly overes- 
timates what it costs to attend college, especially 
with regard to community colleges. Public cost esti- 
mates were more accurate for 4-year, private col- 
leges. More people than in 1998 knew how to get 
information about financial aid. The public knew 
little about college presidents, but expected col- 
leges and universities to play an active role in the 
community. Survey respondents were skeptical of 
distance learning and the emphasis placed on col- 
lege athletics, but they expressed strong support for 
university research. Communication was the key 
link between the strengths and weaknesses identi- 
fied in these survey results. An appendix contains 
the survey findings item-by-item. (Contains 11 fig- 
ures.) (SLD) 
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This report presents an overview of international 

education at U.S. colleges and universities. It 

reviews both published and unpublished accounts 
of curricular and co-curricular undergraduate inter- 
nationalization. The data suggest that in spite of an 
apparent national interest in international educa- 
tion, relatively few undergraduates gain interna- 
tional or intercultural competence in college. 
Foreign language enrollments have declined signif- 
icantly over the past 40 years, with only 48% of stu- 
dents signing up for any foreign language course 
during their degree programs, and few attaining 
even an elementary level of competence. National 
numbers of students participating in study abroad 
are low, at about 0.8% of total enrollment per year, 
and 3% of students during their undergraduate stud- 
ies. Research suggests that there is a great need for 
internationalism in curricula, and that the levels of 
international awareness among postsecondary stu- 
dents are low. Federal funding for almost all post- 
secondary international areas has declined over the 
last decade. Data about student attitudes and experi- 
ences are lacking, but it appears that U.S. colleges 
and students regard international academic activity 
as less important than do their foreign counterparts. 

The review suggests that the United States has not 

improved its low levels of participation in interna- 

tional education since the assessment by the Ameri- 
can Council on Education in 1986-1987. (Contains 

7 tables, 5 figures, and 103 endnotes.) (SLD) 
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This document contains the first set of perfor- 

mance indicators about the employment outcomes 

of higher education in England. Indicators for other 
areas had previously been developed, and the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer requested that indicators 
showing performance outcomes be developed. The 
only data available for such an indicator were found 
to be unsuitable, and it was agreed that the survey 
used, the First Destination Return, should be 
amended. Amendments were made for the survey of 
students graduating in the 1999-2000 academic 
year, and it is this information that bas been used to 
provide the indicators in this document. This initial 
publication only covers graduates qualifying with 
first degrees who have studied full-time. Two indi- 
cators of employment outcomes have been pro- 
duced. The first expresses the number of graduates 
who say they are in employment or in further study 
or training as a percentage of all those who are 
employed, studying, or unemployed. The second 
indicator only includes graduates who say they are 
employed or seeking employment. The indicator is 
the percentage of this group who are in employ- 
ment. These indicators and their benchmarks are 
designed to show how successful graduates from an 
institution are at obtaining employment or further 
study within 6 months of graduation, compared 

with similar graduates across the sector. In 1999- 

2000, the final number of 168,756 gave a response 

rate of 81% on which the indicators were based. 

Three annexes contain discussions of the First Des- 

tination Return survey and the benchmarks for the 

employment indicator and definitions of the terms 
used in the indicators. (SLD) 
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This report tells what has been learned about 

reporting on higher education performance in the 

last 10 years and describes the kinds of information 
being used to inform policymakers and the public 
about higher education in the member states of the 

Southern Regional Education Board. The report 

provides examples of how the information is linked 

to states’ goals for higher education and is being 
reported, and it illustrates how the information can 
help develop state and institutional policies and 
practices that are likely to achieve goals for higher 
education. There is more and better information 
available for making judgments about higher educa- 
tion now than there was 10 years ago. There are sev- 
eral reasons why it is important that the public know 
more about higher education performance and the 
return on investment from higher education. For 
one thing, the public increasingly insists on 
accountability for all of state government. In addi- 
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tion, competition for funding forces colleges and 
universities to show their efficiency and effective- 
ness. Higher education must also demonstrate its 
value to students, business and industry, and the 
public to gain the support it needs. Higher educa- 
tion performance indicators and report cards are 
most valuable when the information results in 
improvements in campus operations and student 
learning and the information contributes to public 
understanding and better policymaking at the state 
level. (SLD) 
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This report discusses college faculty salaries in 

member states of the Southern Regional Education 
Board (SREB). Data from a variety of sources show 
that, overall, faculty salaries have not grown at rates 
as high as those of other workers with advanced lev- 
els of education over the last 10 years. In fact, fac- 
ulty salaries have not grown at rates as high as those 
of all workers, regardless of level of education, over 
the last 25 years. The gap between the average fac- 
ulty salaries in the SREB and the nation for public 
4-year and 2-year colleges has grown over the last 
10 years. The gap between the earnings of senior 
faculty and junior faculty is greater than it was 10 
years ago. The gap between the salaries of faculty at 
universities with the largest graduate education pro- 
grams and those of faculty in the other colleges has 
also grown. In the SREB region, the challenge is to 
bring faculty salary gains more in line with the 
gains made by other occupations and more in line 
with gains for faculty outside the SREB region. The 
number of top quality faculty is limited, just as in 
any profession, and states that do not offer compa- 
rable salaries may not be able to compete effec- 
tively for faculty. SREB states must take deliberate 
actions to ensure that their colleges and universities 
get their share of top quality faculty. (SLD) 
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A recent evaluation has concluded that the Doc- 

toral Scholar's Program of the Southern Regional 

Education Board (SREB) has more than lived up to 

its promise in encouraging minority students to 

enroll in graduate school and in supporting them 

with “more than a check and a handshake.” In its 7- 

year history, the Doctoral Scholars Program has 

served more than 350 minority doctoral scholars, 
including more than 120 in mathematics and sci- 

ence-related fields. By winter 2000, almost 100

scholars had earned their Ph.D.s and 70% of them 
were employed on college campuses as junior fac- 
ulty, postdoctoral students, or campus administra- 
tors. The high retention rate, more than 90%, for the 
SREB is much higher than the retention rate in simi- 
lar national programs of 37%. The program's sup- 
port strategies, which include regular contact, 
information sharing, and a mentoring component, 
were credited with its success. The program's 
annual institute promotes the development of sup- 
port networks, and the program's support systems 
encourage those of the institutions themselves. Sug- 
gestions for program improvement include the call 
for continued support, the expansion of the annual 
Institute for Teaching and Mentoring, the improve- 
ment of information dissemination, and an intensi- 
fied focus on the transition to faculty positions. 
(SLD)

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This report describes the development of student 
aid policies and explores the multiple purposes 
toward which various types of aid are now directed. 
The transformation of student aid has occurred over 
three periods, a national economic era from the end 
of World War II to the mid- 1960s, a universal access 
era lasting through the 1970s, and a diffusion of 
purposes era since the early 1980s. These purposes 
may be broadly defined as: (1) encouraging access 
and choice for qualified needy students through stu- 
dent aid; (2) furthering persistence toward a degree; 
(3) promoting affordability for lower-income stu- 
dents; (4) promoting affordability for middle- 
income students; (5) rewarding student scholarship; 
(6) targeting specific groups and priorities; (7) 
improving institutional financial and administra- 
tive accountability; (8) managing institutional 
enrollment; and (9) redistributing state taxpayer 
revenue. Identifying the overlap and competition 
among the multiple purposes of student aid is not 
just an analytical exercise; the diffusion has had the 
practical effect of creating a splintered constituency 
of beneficiaries and political interests who have a 
stake in existing financial aid policies. Reviewing 
these purposes, policymakers must consider 
whether the vehicle of postsecondary educational 
opportunity should be used to accomplish purposes 
that are secondary to the achievement of opportu- 
nity.

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This paper examines in detail how higher educa- 

tion serves the larger public good, focusing on how 
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higher education assesses and accounts for its ser- 
vice to society. It begins with a brief description of 
how the civic education of students and institutional 
service to society are defined for the purposes of 
this paper. It then discusses assessment and 
accountability strategies, including the kinds of 
measures that tend to be the focus of most public 
reporting strategies. The civic education and ser- 
vice roles of higher education are not usually the 
focus of public reporting. When civic contributions 
are assessed, something else, whether service learn- 
ing, campus, climate, student diversity, or “service” 
to the community, is measured. To build assess- 
ments of the civic contributions of higher education 
into reports of accountability, there are some obsta- 
cles that must be overcome. This paper identifies 
those obstacles and presents some strategies to 
build assessment and accountability capacities for 
the civic roles of higher education. The strategies 
are drawn from assessment models currently being 
used to measure specific dimensions of campuses’ 
civic roles and activities. An appendix lists 14 
resources for further information.

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This guide is intended to assist members of gov- 

erning bodies of universities and colleges of higher 

education in England, Wales, and Northern Ireland 
in the performance of their duties. The guide is 
divided into two parts. Part 1 is concerned with the 
role of the governing body. It outlines the legal sta- 
tus of institutions and their structures of governance 
and considers the responsibilities of members of 
governing bodies towards their own institutions, to 
government and Parliament, and to the wider com- 
munity. Part 2 of the Guide consists of 12 appendi- 
ces that provide background information about the 
higher education system. This information is 
included to help members of the governing body 
understand their roles in a wider context. The main 

duties of the governing body are discussed as: (1) 

proper conduct of public business; (2) strategic 

planning; (3) monitoring performance; (4) finance; 

(5) audit; (6) estate management; (7) charitable sta- 

tus; (8) staffing; (9) students’ union; and (10) health 

and safety. (SLD) 
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The Rosen Scholars Program was a privately 
funded program for the support and mentorship of 
talented disadvantaged urban youth. After 6 years 
of planning and operation, the program was evalu- 
ated to assess effectiveness in terms of program 
objectives and outcomes. The evaluation was con- 
ducted by doctoral candidates from Teachers Col- 
lege, Columbia University, New York. The stated 
goal of the Rosen Scholars Program was to provide 
capable disadvantaged college-bound students with 
the resources and support they needed to enroll in 
college and complete their freshman year success- 
fully. Each year, one or two high school sopho- 
mores from two comprehensive New York City high 
schools were selected through a systematic, com- 
petitive process, and these students were mentored 
from 11th grade through the freshman year in col- 
lege. Mentoring support included assistance in col- 
lege selection and application, enrichment 
opportunities, social skills development, personal 
development support, and support in the transition 
to college. The scholars were mentored by a group 
of highly successful business people, academicians, 
and psychologists, rather than by a single mentor. 
The Program defied current wisdom about the 
importance of linking mentees to mentors with sim- 
ilar social, class, gender, or racial characteristics, 
and defied the notion that good mentors must be 
trained. The Program's results support the assertion 
of the research literature that mentoring has a pow- 
erful impact on students who lack family resources 
and are in the high range of academic ability. Evalu- 
ation findings show that the Program distinguished 
itself from other larger mentor programs in its abil- 
ity to establish a developmental style of mentoring. 
(SLD) 
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This study is an attempt to bring together 
research examining diversity initiatives in curricu- 
lum and co-curriculum with research on race-based 
policies, specifically the policy of affirmative 
action in college admissions. The study attempted 
to identify and confirm unique background charac- 
teristics, beliefs, and predispositions that students 
brought with them to college that demonstrated pre- 
dictive values for attitudes about race, race rela- 
tions, and the use of race in public policy. The study 
also examined the relationship between race-based 
public policy and the college environment with an 
emphasis on diversity curriculum and co-curricu- 
lum. Data were drawn from the Cooperative Institu- 
tional Research Program 1994 freshman survey, the 
Student Information Form and a 1998 follow-up 
conducted by the University of California, Los 
Angeles, Higher Education Research Institute. The 
total number of cases for this study was 4,365. The 
study used A. Satin's method of assessing the 
impact of college on students, the Input-Environ- 
ment-Output methodological framework. The 
dependent variable was student opinion, after 4 
years of college, on the use of race/ethnicity as a 
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factor in college admissions. Twenty-six indepen- 
dent variable were used, representing student and 
institutional characteristics. Study findings show 
that student policy choice about race-based public 
policy is linked to many predispositions that stu- 
dents bring with them to the college campus. Chief 
among these were the student's race, political orien- 
tation, and feeling about government treatment of 
criminals. Even after controlling for student charac- 
teristics as they arrive on campus, diversity curricu- 
lum and co-curriculum did contribute to the 
development of racial policy beliefs. The study pro- 
vides some support for several theories of opposi- 
tion to affirmative action, but it found the most 
support for political ideology as an explanation for 
affirmative action attitudes. (Contains 6 tables and 
27 references.)

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This study focused on a set of outcome measures 
that reflect some of the values that support engage- 
ment in a diverse democracy (commitment to racial 
understanding and commitment to social activism), 
and the impact of college on the development of 
these values. Critical theory is also presented as a 
perspective that shapes and broadens the under- 
standing of this study's findings. Within each of the 
four racial groups, the study examined the effects of 
gender on the development of civic values. Data 
came from the Cooperative Institutional Research 
Program sponsored by the American Council on 
Education and the Higher Education Research Insti- 
tute (HERI) at the University of California, Los 
Angeles and some studies at other institutions using 
the HERI questionnaire. The sample for the study 
consisted of 19,915 students. This study supports 
previous research that found that having a diverse 
Student body does not, by itself, foster positive 
developmental outcomes. For commitment to activ- 
ism, the racial diversity of the student body was not 
significant in the regression analysis. For the mea- 
sure of commitment to promoting racial under- 
Standing, a diverse student body was a significant 
predictor only for white students, and its effect is 
negative. This finding, coupled with findings 
regarding the positive effects of diversity activities 
suggests that policies should be developed that take 
advantaged of a diverse student population by 
increasing the number and intensity of opportuni- 
ties for students to interact cross racially. Study 
findings suggest that treating students as one group 
masks important factors that influence the develop- 
ment of values. The study implies that are educa- 
tional practices that are good for all (or at least 
many) students, which challenges the critical post- 
modern idea that difference is the most important 
organizing principle. The study does suggest that 
race and gender do make a difference when the 
effects of college on the development of civic val- 
ues are examined. Yet, there are activities that have 
positive effects across races, including enrolling in 
ethnic studies, attending racial awareness work- 
shops, engaging in cross-racial interactions, and 
participating in community service. An appendix 
contains supplemental tables.

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This study examined the historic and current con- 
texts regarding student participation in higher edu- 
cation as a step toward developing policy 
recommendations for improving the percentage of 
Alaskans going to college. There appears to be a 
mismatch between the workforce needs of the state 
and the availability of qualified Alaskans for those 
jobs. As the need for workers grows, projections 
indicate that Alaska will not enjoy a commensurate 
increase in high school graduates. There is financial 
aid available, but still relatively few Alaskans are 
going to college. The following strategies are sug- 
gested to increase access to higher education in 
Alaska: (1) establish a nonportable need-based 
grant program; (2) improve the linkage of K-12 and 
higher education systems; (3) establish indigenous 
advanced placement programs in Alaskan high 
schools; (4) improve access to distance education; 
(5) improve access to distance education; (6) 
encourage more Alaskan business and industry 
involvement; and (7) improve the transition from 
high school to college. Improving access will 
require that policymakers from all sectors of the 
Alaskan community contribute.

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The effectiveness of problem-based learning 
(PBL) in preparing for the Medical College Admis- 
sion Test (MCAT) was studied. A 10-week PBL 
experience was implemented to supplement lecture- 
based instruction in preparing for the MCAT. Over 
2 years, 33 students participated. Participants met 
for 3 hours in small PBL groups directed by a tutor 
three times weekly to solve timed MCAT passages. 
After two summers of incorporating PBL into the 
program, the mean MCAT composite score 
increased by 2.6 (14%) points. Nineteen of the 33 
participants increased their MCAT score by at least 
3 points. And 25 (76%) believed that the PBL meth- 
odology helped them prepare for the MCAT. (SLD)

Students’ use of distributed Problem-Based 
Learning (dPBL) in university courses in social 
economy was studied. A sociocultural framework 
was used to analyze the actions of students focusing 
on their mastery of dPBL. The main data material 
consisted of messages written in an asynchronous 
conferencing system by 50 Swedish college stu- 
dents in 2 courses held in different years. Results 
suggest that when students engage in dPBL, they 
take responsibility for their learning by creating 
necessary artifacts. Students gradually establish 
mutual agreement among the group members using 
a highly conversational approach. Establishing 
function on a group level was crucial for mastery of 
dPBL. Commenting on each other's work allowed 
students to exchange feedback in a collegial man- 
ner. Commenting on each other's comments pro- 
moted community building in a way that fostered 
reciprocity as well as engagement. (Contains 39 
references.)

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When Charles S. Johnson was president of Fisk 

University, he used the university's art collection as 

a tool for the advancement of the university and as a 

major part of an environment that nurtured intellec- 

tuals and leaders in the African American commu- 
nity. This historical study used interviews and 

secondary sources to focus on the value of art as a 

way to enlarge the scope of the Fisk curriculum and 

a means to build the identity of students. Johnson 

arrived at Fisk with an understanding of how art can 

change minds that he had developed during his 
years in New York as a promoter of African Ameri- 
can art and literature during the Harlem Renais- 
sance. In 1928, Johnson moved to Nashville, 

Tennessee to assume a position at Fisk University, 

and in 1946 he was chosen as the first black presi- 

dent at Fisk. Visual art was an important component 
of his program to develop Fisk, and his most 
impressive achievement was the acquisition of the 

Alfred Stieglitz collection from his widow, Georgia 

O'Keeffe, which was arranged through another Har- 

lem Renaissance facilitator, Carl Van Vechten. This 

collection gave Fisk an enormously important asset 
that other universities in the South lacked. Through 
his promotion of the art collection of the university, 

Charles S. Johnson not only fostered racial integra- 

tion but integration in the sense of breaking down 

barriers between disciplines. (Contains 50 foot- 
notes.) (SLD) 
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Within cohorts, stable student membership and 
interdependent learning tasks create a community- 
like environment. While this situation can provide a 
protective environment for learning, it can create 
stressful situations as students learn to live and 
learn together. Using a conceptual framework built 
from adult learning literature and group literature, 
this study explores students’ understanding of 
cohort membership and learning in a cohort. Inter- 
view and observational data were collected over a 
10-month period from 13 graduate students 
enrolled in a Master's Degree of Education cohort 
program. Data were qualitatively analyzed resulting 
in the identification of key pattern codes. Develop- 
ment of student roles and norms, resolution of stu- 
dent-faculty conflict, development of cohort 
agency, and specific ways in which cohort member 
ship facilitated and constrained learning emerged as 
major themes. Results suggest that students learned 
beyond the curriculum; they learned how to live 
together in a cohort community.

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The purpose of this study was to direct graduate 
students enrolled in an Educational Leadership pro- 
gram during 1999 and 2000 to achieve three stan- 
dards with performance outcomes and attributes of 
evidence and to reflect on the strengths and weak- 
nesses found in the implementation of each stan- 
dard. The study involved 40 graduates enrolled in a 
summer session and 55 enrolled in a spring session. 
The three standards stated that, on completion of 
course requirements, the graduate should be able to: 
(1) use an eclectic philosophical approach in 
assuming various leadership roles, and make deci- 
sions based on pertinent theories of educational 
leadership; (2) discuss how developmental differ- 
ences in learners vary according to age groups; and 
(3) demonstrate a rationale for designing curricula 
with provisions for accommodating different 
modalities of learning. The first standard was dem- 
onstrated by graduates enrolled in a principalship 
class through simulated activities that included set- 
ting priorities and analyzing case studies. The sec- 
ond standard was demonstrated in a panel 
presentation by six graduates who reviewed materi- 
als from the literature related to age differences in 
learning. The third standard was also demonstrated 
through research and video presentations related to 
teaching styles and learning modes and modalities. 
An analysis of these activities demonstrated the 
usefulness of cooperative learning in small groups 
and the importance of activities that support educa- 
tional theories learned by the participants. (SLD) 
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This study examined the benefits of early 
involvement in co-curricular activities and first- 
year seminars among first-year college students 
with respect to alcohol and other drug use, self- 
worth perceptions, attitudes toward social justice, 
engagement in the academic process, and commu- 
nity service involvement approximately 6 weeks 
into the fall term of the first year. Also considered 
were the housing arrangements of students: tradi- 
tional dorms, college apartments, or at home with 
parents. Data were collected from 160 women and 
50 men at a parochial liberal arts university. Stu- 
dents completed a student development survey and 
indicated the co-curricular activities in which they 
participated. Results show that becoming involved 
in co-curricular activities and specially designed 
small seminars for first-year students provides 
many benefits for students even in the first 6 weeks 
of school. Results at least suggest that becoming 
involved early in college pays dividends with 
respect to better attendance at classes, less binge 
drinking and illicit drug use, expressing a greater 
commitment to social justice, and placing a higher 
level of important on performing community ser- 
vice. Results also show that commuter students who 
lived at home appeared to benefit by being less 
involved in binge drinking and experienced fewer 
problems related to alcohol use, but they were also 
less involved in the social and co-curricular life of 
the college.

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This study examined the formal curricula of 82 
liberal arts institutions as described in college cata- 
logs. These institutions included both Liberal Arts I 
(LAD) and Liberal Arts II (LAII) schools in the 1994 
Carnegie classifications. Two recent studies have 
contended that many institutions identifying them- 
selves as liberal arts colleges are really not. This 
contention has been based on the percentage of 
graduates in professional majors. Attention in this 
study was placed on relating the course descriptions 
to six attributes of the liberal arts curriculum, iden- 
tified in the literature and through the comments of 
chief executive officers of liberal arts institutions. 
Findings indicate that professional majors domi- 
nate LAII institutions, However, the general educa- 
tion program at both LAI and LAII institutions 
appears to be the primary means of accomplishing 
attributes related to the formal curriculum of a lib- 
eral arts college. (Contains 35 references.) (SLD) 
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This action research study focused on electronic 
exchanges initiated by students who were asked to 
reflect and enter narratives that expressed their 
thoughts, feelings, and questions. The study was 
conducted through a systematic recursive cycle of 
identifying the idea or problem area, studying it by 
gathering data, and reflecting on the data in order to 
make teaching and learning decisions grounded in 
the evidence. The purpose of the study was to deter- 
mine how submissions with feedback in electronic 
journals kept by students affected the teaching and 
learning process for six undergraduate students in a 
teaching methods course. Through the electronic 
exchanges, ideas were shared, negotiated, and con- 
tinued beyond the classroom. The exchanges helped 
the student and the professor to negotiate the curric- 
ulum in ways that traditional lecture and college 
teaching does not. An appendix contains a chart of 
the professor/student interactions. (Contains 12 ref- 
erences.)

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In research begun in 1999, participant percep- 
tions of the elements required for successful 
school-university partnerships were explored. All 
participants were involved in partnerships of the 
Chicago Public Schools with a university partner. 
This study asked participants, through a series of 
focus groups, to examine, discuss, and draw their 
own conclusions about the data collected. By elicit- 
ing interpretations from the school administrators, 
classroom teachers, and university partnership 
coordinators and directors, this research increased 
understanding of how school-university partner- 
ships are established and maintained. Four focus 
groups were established: five principals; three 
teachers; three university partnership coordinators; 
and three university directors. In this study, partici- 
pants were asked to name factors related to partner- 
ship success identified in previous research through 
a Q sort technique and they were asked to interpret 
three Q-sort items from the previous study. Overall, 
there was a real consistency in the names developed 
by the focus groups for the factors. Focus group ses- 
sions did reinforce some differences in the perspec- 
tives of school-based partners in schools on 
probation versus those involved in partnerships vol- 
untarily. Their comments on forced partners have 
implications for the consideration of trust in educa- 
tional partnerships. Study findings show that using 
focus groups as a tool for organization development 
holds promise for asking people to step back from 
the day-to-day concerns of the partnership to work 
on maintaining healthy partnerships. (Contains 2 
tables and 26 references.)

This paper describes an action plan for integrat- 
ing multicultural theory into a teacher education 
social foundations course and presents results from 
an evaluation of this effort. The action plan for the 
course was to integrate the theory and practice of 
multicultural education across five master questions 
posed by T. Berg (1999) and in the context of five 
dimensions of multicultural education defined by J. 
Banks (1995). “Schools in Communities” was 
planned as an undergraduate course to introduce 
students to the foundations of education by study- 
ing social, philosophical, and historical aspects of 
U.S. culture. Through the use of the five master 
questions and the five dimensions of multicultural 
education, students were to focus on the forces and 
influences that guide the U.S. education system and 
the individual classroom. Among the features of the 
course were the use of texts representing the diver- 
sity of students, including examples from children's 
literature, and a variety of enrichment experiences, 
ranging from speakers through videos and interac- 
tive technology. Students also conducted an ethno- 
graphic study of a school. The responses of 27 
students (7 African American, 18 Caucasian, | 
Arab) showed gains in their appreciation of the 
complexity of education and the relationship 
between schools and society. Twelve of the students 
commented that they really enjoyed the class, and 
14 said that the class had opened their eyes to many 
educational issues. An appendix contains the course 
syllabus and some supplemental information. 
(SLD) 
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This report brings to an end a series of consulta- 

tions that began in March 2000 when Alberta's Min- 

ister of Learning established a committee to review 
the approach to allocating resources to publicly 
funded postsecondary institutions in Alberta, Can- 
ada. The Minister asked the committee, mostly 
composed of Members of the Legislative Assembly 
(MLAs), to ensure that the funding mechanism 
maximized accessibility to high quality, responsive, 
and affordable learning opportunities while main- 
taining institutional accountability. The five-mem- 
ber committee consulted with postsecondary 
institutions, faculty, and student associations, gov- 
ernment departments, and other stakeholders in 
order to make recommendations on a funding 
framework for Alberta's postsecondary institu- 
tions. The committee developed 10 recommenda- 
tions: (1) base operations should be adjusted to 
achieve greater equity across the system; (2) a pro- 
cess should be established to provide for the peri- 
odic review of base operations grants; (3) general 
cost pressures should be considered in annual 
adjustments to the base operations grant; (4) a 


working group should be established to examine 
and make recommendations on improving the abil- 
ity of Alberta's postsecondary institutions to attract 
and retain faculty; (5) the Access Fund should be 
modified to fund general as well as targeted enroll- 
ment increases; (6) allocations from the “Perfor- 
mance Envelope” should be based strictly on the 
achievement of excellence and improvements in 
performance; (7) the indirect costs of research 
should be funded; (8) funding processes among 
government departments should be coordinated and 
simplified when possible; (9) the tuition fee policy 
should be revised to ensure that it continues to sup- 
port the goals of the postsecondary system; and (10) 
concerns with the approach toward funding appren- 
ticeship and industry training should be further 
investigated. Six appendixes contain materials used 
by the Committee, including the consultation ques- 
tions and tables of grants awarded postsecondary 
institutions. (SLD) 
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University research is a vital part of Alberta's 
innovation system. This report presents some facts 
about university research in Alberta. During fiscal 
year 1998-1999, approximately $230.9 million 
(Canadian) in direct external funding was received 
by Alberta's four universities (University of 
Alberta, University of Calgary, University of Leth- 
bridge, and Athabasca University) in support of 
research, an 18.8% increase from 1997-1998. Total 
sponsored research funding from all sources to 
Alberta's university system has been growing by 
about 9.1% per year for the last 5 years. Increases 
were substantial for the University of Alberta and 
the University of Calgary; there were fluctuations in 
the level of government funding for the University 
of Lethbridge and Athabasca University. Research 
funding from industry and nonprofit sectors has 
also increased, an indicator of the relevance and 
importance of the universities’ research effort to the 
community and business sectors. At three universi- 
ties, the largest proportion of research funding was 
in medicine and the sciences, but at Athabasca Uni- 
versity, the majority of sponsored research revenue 
was for the Faculty of Arts. Details are provided for 
two funding envelope programs in Alberta, the 
Intellectual Infrastructure Partnership Program and 
the Research Excellence Envelope, and some infor- 
mation is given about research revenue from invest- 
ment earnings, networks of Centres of Excellence, 
and clinical trials. (SLD) 
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This report presents data about recipients of 

research doctorates awarded by U.S. universities 

from July 1, 1997 through June 30, 1998. The infor- 
mation is taken from the 1998 Survey of Earned 

Doctorates, an annual census of new research doc- 

torate recipients. During 1998, 387 universities in 

the United States conferred 42,683 doctorates, 
slightly more (0.3%) than in 1997, marking the 13th 
straight year of increase in doctorates awarded. 

U.S. citizens earned 27,532 of the 1998 research 

doctorates. The largest number of doctorates 

awarded was in the broad field of life sciences, in 
which 8,540 Ph.D.s were earned. Women received 

17,856 doctorates, or 41.8%, the highest percentage 

ever for women. U.S. citizen racial minorities 

earned 14.7% of the doctorates earned by US. citi- 
zens in 1998, the largest percentage ever. The 
median time to receiving the doctorate since earn- 
ing the baccalaureate was 10.4 years in 1998, with 
median time to degree since first enrollment in any 
graduate program being 7.3 years. The typical

(60.6%) of all doctorate recipients in 1998 reported 

fellowships or teaching/research assistantships 

from programs or institutions as their primary 
source of financial support for graduate education. 

Only half of the doctorate recipients reported edu- 

cational indebtedness at the time of graduation. 

Almost 70% of new doctorate recipients reported 

definite postgraduate commitments for employment

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State Gaming Board, and Brian Sandoval of the 
Nevada State Gaming Commission.

This hearing was held to consider whether the 
student loan programs of the Department of Educa- 
tion place tax dollars at risk. In his opening 
remarks, Representative John L. Mica (Florida) 
pointed out that for nearly 10 years, the U.S. Gen- 
eral Accounting Office has labeled these programs 
as a high risk for fraud, waste, abuse, and misman- 
agement. In 1998, Congress created the first Federal 
sector performance based organization (PBO) to 
bring about some reforms in student loan programs. 
One purpose of these hearings was to assess the 
PBO's progress to date. A recent report by the 
Inspector General's Office suggests that the Depart- 
ment of Education has incorrectly forgiven many 
loans to students who could well be paying them 
back, especially students who claimed to be dead 
when they were not. Although the default rate on 
student loans has dropped slightly, there were still 
about $20 million in default at the time of the hear- 
ing. Statements about the student loan program and 
the need for reform were given by Representatives 
Elijah E. Cummings (Maryland), Benjamin Gilman 
(New York), Dennis Kucinich (Ohio), and Patsy T. 
Mink (Hawaii). Also presenting testimony were: (1) 
John Berthoud, National Taxpayers Union; (2) Tho- 
mas A. Butts, National Direct Student Loan Coali- 
tion; (3) Fred J. Galloway, former loan program 
evaluator; (4) Steven A. McNamara, Assistant 
Inspector General for Audit (Department of Educa- 
tion); (5) Marshall S. Smith, Acting Deputy Secre- 
tary, Department of Education; and (6) Greg 
Woods, Chief Operating Office, Office of Student 
Financial Assistance Programs, Department of 
Education. The prepared statements of these wit- 
nesses and letters and statements submitted for the 
record are included. Among these, the report of the 
Office of the Inspector General, U.S. Department of 
Education is of particular interest. (SLD)

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In the fall semester, 1999, a random sample of 
814 undergraduate college students attending a 
southern land grant university were asked to com- 
plete a Learning Style Profile (LSP). Students were 
aged 17 to 58 years, with the mean age being 23. 
The LSP measured students’ perceptual response 
study and instructional preferences. Inferential sta- 
tistics were used to determine if there were differ- 
ences in learning style across year of enrollment, 
college of enrollment, ethnicity, and gender. For 
gender, there were significant differences in seven 
areas. Results also show three areas where signifi- 
cant differences existed among ethnic groups: pos- 
ture, temperature (environmental), and verbal risk. 
Seven subscales demonstrated statistically signifi- 
cant differences among disciplines. Differences in 
learning styles were also evident across year of 
enrollment, with freshmen preferring to learn and 
study later in the day, and junior and senior students 
preferring quiet environments. Results demonstrate 
differences among learning styles across disci- 
plines, gender, ethnicity, and year of enrollment and 
provide information for research and teaching.

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There is a growing body of literature about “com- 
munity” in learning, or “cohorts” of learners, but 
there is relatively little empirical evidence about 
what these communities and cohorts might be.

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The purpose of this study was to investigate the 
effect of policy at the college level (either mandated 
by the school or optional) of reviewing their 
instructors through student ratings and the student 
perceptions of their own ratings.

The results 
indicate some differences between perceptions of 
“required students,” those required to evaluate, and

The median tuition price for private 
dental school programs of $29,022 was more than 
three times as high as the resident tuition at public 
institutions, and the $24,616 median tuition charge 
at private medical schools was more than twice as 
high as the public resident tuition and fee amounts. 
The difference between nonresident tuition and fee 
amounts at medical and dental schools was very 
small. Results of the SOGAPPP show that nearly all 
of the students in medical and dental schools bor- 
rowed to pay their educational costs. In 1997-1998, 
student loan funds accounted for nearly 90% of the 
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financial aid received by dental school students and 
82% of the financial aid received by those in medi- 
cal programs. More than one-half of the total aid in 
both programs can in the form of higher interest 
Stafford Unsubsidized Loans and private/alterna- 
tive loans. Many students who received their 
degrees from private dental schools in 1997-1998 
had more than $115,000 in educational debt, and 
students from private medical schools had $92,000 
or more. These figures do not include accrued inter- 
est from Stafford Unsubsidized and private loans, 
so the total loan indebtedness could be higher for 
many students. The SOGAPPP data do not provide 
information on the career choices of graduate and 
professional students, but it is possible that the high 
debt levels may reduce the number of new health 
care graduates who provide care to low-income or 
medically underserved communities.

Scholarship Program through the lens of several 
key players in the higher education financing pro- 
cess: students and their families; colleges and uni- 
versities; the states; federal higher education 
policy; and federal tax policy.

Although the economic development activities of 
community colleges are broader than workforce 
development, education and training are the pri- 
mary focus for most colleges.

In total, this year's invest- 
ment by states in employer-focused training will 
probably exceed $600 million. States use a variety 
of financing mechanisms to fund these programs.

This digest focuses on issues surrounding inter- 

national students in American community colleges. 
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According to a survey conducted in 1996 by the 
American Association of Community Colleges, 
80% of community colleges indicated having inter- 
national students on campus, and this enrollment is 
increasing. The Chronicle of Higher Education 
states that twice as many international students are 
currently enrolled in community colleges today as 
were 10 years ago. There has been a large increase 
in students from East Asia, South Central Asia, and 
South East Asia, and moderate increases in students 
from Europe and Canada. The benefits to having 
these students on campus are numerous including: 
their presence promotes cultural awareness; and 
they can also be a source of revenue for the college. 
But the challenges faced by international students 
are also significant: some lack English preparation; 
experience a low level of interaction with domestic 
students; have difficulties with bureaucratic func- 
tions such as processing visas and securing housing 
in the surrounding area; and experience financial 
hardships. It is important for student services pro- 
fessionals to find ways to integrate international 
students with domestic students and the community 
at large. Cultural awareness workshops and person- 
nel training should also take place on campuses to 
create a more welcoming environment.

This digest discusses service learning programs

instruction as it focuses on critical, reflective think- 
ing and civic responsibility. Projects can range from 
brief, one-time-only experiences to a student com- 
mitment of 15 or more hours during a semester. 
Typically, such course options are offered as an 
alternative to more traditional classroom assign- 
ments. Often, students are given the option of par- 
ticipating in a service learning project over the 
course of the semester and writing a paper based on 
the experience instead of writing a traditional 
research paper. One component of service learning 
that sets it apart from co-op placements or intern- 
ships is the requirement of reflection. This can be 
accomplished in various ways: within a reflective 
journal over the course of the semester, in a meeting 
with the class instructor once or twice during the 
term, or in an instructor-facilitated group with other 
service learning students. Some service learning 
program directors have recommended that service 
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learning be noted on student transcripts and 
described in college catalogues, and the academic 
rigor of service learning be emphasized and demon- 
strated to faculty.

news media, with an emphasis on newspapers. In an 
era of increased accountability for resource expen- 
ditures, educators may stretch budgets by engaging 
the mass media as willing and helpful partners in 
promoting the institutions’ identity, programs, and 
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services in the media's regular news coverage. Col- 
leges that have successfully worked with mass 
media understand that the media may help them not 
only to promote their programs and services but 
also to convey their college “identity” within the 
community. College leaders are most successful 
when they nurture relationships with mass media 
whose audiences are similar to the institutions’ tar- 
get markets. For articles that do not need to be 
timely and are featured in local or life-style sec- 
tions, the editorial staff brainstorm stories that they 
believe will be of interest to their audience. It is in 
this realm of news stories that higher education may 
gi¢an the most from successful relationships with 
the mass media. Knowing the news media's audi- 
ence and how their college programs or services 
may benefit this audience, higher education profes- 
sionals may propose ideas for news stories to 
reporters and editors or producers. (JA) 
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This digest reviews recent approaches and mod- 
els for diverse learning environments, with specific 
emphasis on fostering the retention and educational 
achievement of ethnic minority students at commu- 
nity colleges. In 1997, 22.8 percent of all associate 
degrees were awarded to minority students, a 7 per- 
cent increase from 1987. But compared with their 
share of total student enrollment, minorities remain 
underrepresented in degree awards. This reflects 
general trends throughout higher education in 
which minority students tend to have lower persis- 
tence and graduation rates as well as lower levels of 
academic preparedness. For minority community- 
college students, family and academic support fac- 
tors emerged as playing a significant role in enhanc- 
ing academic achievement and success. Research 
also indicates that an association exists between 
students’ cultural background and their preferred 
learning styles. For example, African-American 
students’ achievement appears to be positively 
related to oral experiences and interpersonal rela- 
tionships. The successful integration of students 
into the college environment is a crucial element of 
raising retention rates. Some common efforts at 
community colleges to achieve such integration are 
freshmen seminars and mentoring programs. Con- 
tains 10 references.

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This digest reviews some of the recent literature 

about adult female students at community colleges. 
Their motivations, unique needs, and barriers to 
entry are discussed, as well as ways institutions can 
enhance the educational experience for adult 
women. Female students have outnumbered male 
students in higher education for nearly 30 years. In 
1997, women comprised 55% of undergraduate stu- 
dents and almost 58% of the students at community 
colleges. About half of the female student popula- 
tion is adult women age 25 years or older. Research- 
ers found that adult women students are often 
motivated to return to school after the loss of a job, 
divorce, death of a spouse, or career limitations due 
to lack of education. Many adult women pursue 
their community college studies on a part-time 
basis for reasons such as family obligations, the 
need to work for economic security, and child care 
concerns. A primary challenge and source of stress 
for adult women students comes from the multiple 
and sometimes conflicting roles they must play in 
their daily lives. Increased awareness of the 
stresses, challenges, and additional responsibilities 
faced by adult re-entry women can be helpful to 
administrators and student services personnel inter- 
ested in providing a supportive environment.

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This document describes Southwest Virginia 
Community College's (SVCC's) general technology 
plan. Goals include: (1) connecting all on-campus 
buildings with a fiber backbone; (2) connecting all 
user spaces to this backbone with high-speed lines 
to form an integrated information infrastructure 
known as SVCCNet; (3) providing workstations for 
college employees that include hardware and soft- 
ware specific to their needs; (4) enhancing the use 
of SVCC's Web page and providing Internet ser- 
vices to faculty, staff, students, and the community;

Institutional, divisional, and depart- 
mental plans for new technology are presented, 
including Business, Humanities and Natural Sci- 
ence, Engineering, Distance Education, Learning 
Assistance Centers, and the library. Infrastructure 
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hardware and software specifics are also described.

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This document provides an annual summary of 
the Los Rios Community College District 
(LRCCD) and its colleges. Data on student demo- 
graphics and enroilment trends are highlighted, 
including: (1) district enrollment for spring 2000 
showed an increase of 3.4%, in addition to an 
increase of 11.0% in spring 1999; (2) district 
weekly student contract hours increased by 4.1% 
due to students enrolling in slightly heavier unit 
loads; (3) district ethnic minority enrollment for

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This document describes the American Associa- 

tion of Community Colleges (AACC), its new mis- 

sion and vision statements, and a recommended set 

of strategic action areas deemed essential to creat- 

ing the future described in the mission and vision 

statements. The proposed AACC mission statement 

reads: “building a nation of learners by advancing 
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America's community colleges.” AACC core val- 
ues, representing the set of beliefs upon which all 
its actions and policies are premised, include integ- 
rity, excellence, leadership, learning, diversity, 
commitment, and connectedness. AACC intends to 
act as a bold leader in creating a nation where all 
have access to the learning needed to participate 
productively in their communities and in the econ- 
omy.

(5) connectedness across AACC membership. 
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Temple University has been the transfer institute 

most frequently attended by Community College of 

Philadelphia graduates and former students. This 

report provides short and long-term persistence 

rates of college students who transfer to Temple 

University (Pennsylvania). During fall semesters 

between 1988 and 1998, 22,248 students were 

admitted to Temple with transfer standing. Included 
among this total are 7662 (34.4%) students who had 
attended CCP prior to transferring to Temple. Of the 
fall 1998 cohort of CCP transfers, 92.7% re- 
enrolled at Temple in the spring 1999 semester or 
graduated. This figure represents the first fall cohort 
of CCP transfers to persist at greater levels than all 
transfers to Temple (90.3%). Over the last decade, 
there has been a trend of improved persistence by 
CCP transfers. Three-quarters of recent CCP trans- 
fer students returned to Temple for the subsequent 
fall term. In recent years (1997 and 1998), no trans- 
fers, CCP or otherwise, were dismissed by Temple 
because of poor academic performance. In prior 
years, CCP transfers were more likely than all 
transfers to experience academic difficulties at 

Temple University. Within three years of transfer- 

ring to Temple, 27.5% of the fall 1996 cohort of 

CCP transfers graduated. The new articulation 

agreement between CCP and Temple may have pos- 

itively affected the persistence behavior of the CCP 
transfers. An appendix contains charts on transfer 
students.

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This document is Chancellor Thomas Nuss- 

baum's speech at the fall 2000 California Commu- 
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nity Colleges (CCC) Leadership Conference. He 
states that CCC is united in its commitment to open 
access—that every student who has the capacity and 
motivation to benefit from educational programs 
will have access to colleges. As part of the 2005 
Strategic Response, CCC committed to increase 
access to the system by more than 550,000 students 
during the decade of 1995-2005. To address this 
commitment, CCC agreed upon three strategies: (1) 
to annually seek funding for a 4% increase in 
enrollment; (2) to move to year-round operations; 
and (3) to secure $500 million per year for capital 
outlay needs. CCC is also committed to secure ade- 
quate funding for its colleges. At minimum, by 
2005, CCC funding per student should be within 
$1,500 of the national community college average 
in funding per full-time student. CCC's efforts dur- 
ing the past five years—particularly the effort on 
the 2000-2001 budget—have produced some very 
impressive benefits. CCC has secured five of the 
best budget increases in the history of the system.

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This discussion paper addresses the impact of 
major trends in certification and credentialing on 
community colleges. Most community colleges are 
familiar with traditional credentialing and certifica- 
tion. However, changes in the number of people 
seeking higher education as a means to a better eco- 
nomic future and the shifting skill requirements of 
business and industry are creating a major impact. 
Colleges need to harmonize the current conflicting 
demands of regional credentialing, state policy and 
rules, and accreditation and licensure requirements. 
Colleges should revise their standards and docu- 
mentation processes to address the reality that busi- 
ness and industry are becoming suspicious about 
the qualifications of college graduates, given the 
institutions’ inability to document measurable 
skills. One of the objectives of a new credentialing 
model is to establish the nation's community col- 
leges as leaders in expressing, adopting, and cre- 
dentialing nationally recognized, world-class 
workforce standards. Recommendations for an 
improved model include: (1) professions should 
establish and clearly communicate standards for 
credentials and certifications to community col- 
leges and hold faculty and the institution responsi- 
ble for implementation; (2) in occupational areas, 
professions should take responsibility for the 
design of the curriculum, certificates and creden- 
tials; and (3) stakeholders’ expectations regarding 
credentialing and certification should be identified.

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This document discusses the goals and efforts of 
the California Community College Trustees 
(CCCT) in promoting diversity in the system's stu- 
dents, staff, and faculty. Goals include: (1) holding 
conferences and seminars that assist local colleges 
in addressing diversity on their campuses and 
model a value for diversity; (2) paying attention to 
the implications of diversity issues in research and 
policy analyses; (3) representing local college per- 
spectives to state and federal government and agen- 
cies, supporting policy that values diversity and 
empowers local districts to value diversity; (4) cre- 
ating content in publications and other communica- 
tions that assists local colleges in addressing 
diversity and models diversity; (5) ensuring that all 
partners, services, and programs support diversity; 
and (6) conducting procedures and operations in a 
diversity-friendly manner. Local Board policy 
statements are also listed, including those for stu- 
dent success, community value, college operations, 
human resources, student recruitment and support, 
and education programs. Examples of these 
amended policy statements include: (1) degree and 
certificate programs will be offered that are relevant 
to and current for the needs of the students and com- 
munity; and (2) the criteria used to recruit and enter 
into business partnerships shall include support for 
minority- and women-managed and -owned busi- 
nesses. Possible measures or indicators that might 
be used to monitor policies are also included (JA) 
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This document highlights some of the main prob- 

lems in using temporary, adjunct, and part-time 

(TAP) faculty, a practice that is becoming common- 

place in higher education, especially at the commu- 

nity college level. Institutions use TAP faculty for 
several reasons: economic motivation, staffing flex- 
ibility in times of fluctuating enrollments, stronger 
ties to the community, a desire for a wide variety of 
skills and expertise in teaching specialized courses, 
and less cost. According to the 1998 Sloan Report, 

TAP faculty comprised approximately 61% in law, 

50% in English and literature, 49% in math and sta- 

tistics, and 27% in physical sciences. The numbers 

of TAP faculty are increasing; however, these teach- 
ers’ benefits, working conditions, salaries, and job 
security are not. There is a great need for college 
administrations to implement new personnel poli- 
cies before further conflicts arise. Recommenda- 
tions include: offering opportunities for 
professional development, further integrating TAP 
faculty into various departments, providing tenure 
for long-term part-time faculty, setting standards of 
progression through the salary scale, and develop- 
ing objective performance data for evaluations 
whose results can aid in reappointment. The case 
study of the community colleges in the State of Cal- 
ifornia is discussed with regard to how change 
might be found by working through the legal sys- 
tem. The employment patterns of Northwest Vir- 
ginia Community College are also introduced for 
further insight into the TAP issue and its resolution.

thousands of Massachusetts children enter school

family structure, expenditures on education, and 
children's educational outcomes for black South 
Africans, using the nationally representative 1995 
October Household Survey. The analyses focused 
on 28,215 individuals, ages 10 to 24 years, who had 
not completed secondary schools. The findings 
indicated that although enrollment levels were high 
for most ages, schooling advancement rates were 
well under one grade per year, suggesting high rates 
of grade repetition. Controlling for background fac- 
tors, family structure was highly correlated with 
educational outcomes. The strongest effects were 
seen for children living with neither of their genetic 
parents, who were less likely to be enrolled in 
school, had completed fewer grades, were older for 
their grade if enrolled, and had less money spent on 
their schoo] fees and school-related transportation 
costs than children living with both genetic parents. 
Children who lived with single mothers were also 
disadvantaged for most measures. Family structure 
played a strong role in the probability that a child 
was enrolled in school; additional effects were evi- 
dent, although diminished in strength, for outcomes 
affecting only enrolled students, age delays for 
grade, and financial expenditures on schooling. In 
addition, past academic progress influenced expen- 
ditures on school; children who were behind in 
school for their age (indicative of previous grade 
repetition) had less money spent on their schooling, 
above and beyond the effects of family structure on 
schooling expenditures.

Noting that the increasing concern about vio- 

lence in schools and society in general is evident in 

recent initiatives undertaken by the government in 

Victoria, Australia, this study explored students’ 

conflicts in a Victorian primary school, focusing on 

the role of the teacher in student conflict. Participat- 

ing in the exploratory study were 6 teachers (1 male 

and 5 females) teaching various levels ranging from 

Prep to Year 6. Also participating were 6 students (3 

females and 3 males) in Year 4 who were 9- to 10- 

year-olds. Data were collected by means of student 


and teacher interviews, participant observation, 
classroom observations, and document analysis. 
Findings indicated that teachers perceived conflict 
similarly as involving physically combative actions 
and behaviors leading to adverse outcomes. Stu- 
dents viewed conflict as an actively aggressive 
event that leads to discord. Conflict was found to be 
a regular part of students’ social interactions, with a 
high proportion of disputes involving access and 
possession issues. Most conflicts occurred on the 
playground. On the playground, students most often 
used contending conflict resolution methods 
involving force, threat, or verbal and physical tac- 
tics. The most common teacher strategies involved 
contending strategies—traditional and authoritar- 
ian tactics such as prejudging, lecturing, separating 
disputants, and imposing solutions. Teachers 
believed that teacher intervention was the success- 
ful and preferred conflict resolution strategy. Prob- 
lem solving was the least common teacher 
approach, with only one teacher using this 
approach.

Noting that research on long-term effects of 
attending preschool has found social as well as cog- 
nitive effects, this study explored the association 
between preschool participation and adolescent 
goals and activities in a sample of 80 urban eighth 
graders who had attended different types of pre- 
school and kindergarten programs. The sample was 
55 percent female; 94 percent of the sample were 
African American. Most students (76 percent) qual- 
ified for subsidized school lunch based on low fam- 
ily income, and 70 percent lived in single-parent 
families. Students were individually interviewed 
using a modified version of the Youth Follow-Up 
Interview. Subjects reported that the hardest adjust- 
ment in the transition to junior high school was the 
new school routine, followed by adjusting to a new 
physical environment, and making new friends. 
Findings indicated that these inner city students 
were highly involved in the typical activities of 
early adolescence. Their educational and career 
aspirations were high. More adolescents involved in 
extracurricular activities hoped to complete col- 
lege. Few had violated rules of their community, 
and all had accomplished something that made 
them proud. Adolescents who had attended pre- 
school were more likely than those who had not to 
be proud of themselves for achievement-related 
reasons and, of those, graduates of child-initiated 
preschools were most likely to report prosocial rea- 
sons for feeling proud. Graduates of teacher- 
directed, academic early childhood programs had 
somewhat lower postsecondary aspirations, were 
less likely to participate in sports, and were the only 
ones to report intentional violation of community 
rules.

Although numerous research studies have shown 
that viewing educational television results in signif- 
icant gains in preschool and school-age children's 
academic knowledge or skills, there is less consis- 
tent evidence regarding transfer of learning, the 
application of knowledge or skills learned in one 
context to a new problem or situation.

Noting that joint storybook reading by children 
and adults provides a context for interactions that 
promote language development and literacy, this 
exploratory study examined whether parent-child 
reading of storybooks online might elicit the same 
sorts of interaction that have been observed for joint 
reading of traditional books.

In this way, children not only saw and 
heard the stories, but also helped to determine the 
course of events, with implications for emergent lit- 
eracy.

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This questionnaire study examined elementary 
school student's knowledge of a number of gender 
norms as well as some moral and social norms. Par- 
ticipating in the study were 111 first, third, and fifth 
graders, the majority of whom were white, with a 
small number of Hispanic and Asian children. The 
gender roles related to children's play, hair length, 
occupations, and clothing. Moral norms included 
stealing money versus asking for it and pinching 
versus saying hello when meeting someone.

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This research examined the effectiveness of early 

childhood inclusion from the perspective of par- 

ents. Participating in the study were 18 parents 

(mothers and fathers) of 3- to 6-year-old children 

with a disability who had been placed in various 

educational settings. Half of the children were 

dually enrolled. Parents were interviewed sepa- 
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rately. Three themes emerged from the interviews: 
(1) expectations and world view of parents; (2) the 
broad definition of inclusion; and (3) relationships 
with professionals. The findings indicated that the 
families reported various reasons for placing their 
child in an inclusive setting, including desire for the 
child to have a “normal” experience and not be iso- 
lated from his or her peers. Parents focused on the 
social aspects of inclusion, normalization, and the 
greater acquisition of skills. Some parents viewed 
inclusion from a social interaction perspective; par- 
ents whose children did not have cognitive delays 
viewed inclusion as contributing to the child's cog- 
nitive development. Parents expressed some con- 
cerns about inclusion, including lack of teacher 
attention, ridicule or rejection by peers, and the 
quality of services received. Findings of this study 
were compared to those of other studies of inclusive 
programs.

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Noting a paucity of research on volunteerism, 

this report examines research on volunteer recruit- 

ment, training, and retention, particularly in youth- 
serving organizations that rely on volunteers to 
accomplish their missions. The report also proposes 
questions for further research. The report notes that 
while the number of individuals volunteering has 
increased in the United States in the late 1990s, the 
average number of hours volunteered by individuals 
has decreased. Data to support a particular profile 
of the typical volunteer are lacking, and practitio- 
ners are recommended to develop volunteer profiles 
at the agency or organization level. Motives for vol- 
unteering are then examined; it is suggested that 
there are intricate and layered links between volun- 
teer recruitment, training, and retention that merit 
further study. Some volunteer training is grounded 
in sound pedagogical and psychological theory, 
some appears to have simply evolved. Some studies 
have linked volunteer commitment to their partici- 
pation in determining training needs and methods. 
The report notes that although no clear consensus 
could be gleaned from research on volunteer reten- 
tion, some correlations between retention and orga- 
nizational structure, volunteer motives, and 
volunteer management merit further study. The 
findings of a 4-year evaluation of the Big Brothers/ 
Big Sisters of America programs are cited as useful 
to other youth-serving organizations. The report 
concludes by asserting that reviewing the research 
literature has underscored the difficulty of design- 
ing studies that will provide useful data to the field 
and has shown that volunteer recruitment, training, 
and retention are interrelated in complex ways.

The National Transition Demonstration Study 

was conducted to provide information about the 
implementation and impact of a federally funded 
program to enhance early public school transition 
of former Head Start children and their families by 
extending Head Start-like supports through the first 
4 years of elementary school. The study design 
involved random assignment of schools to a Transi- 
tion Demonstration group or to a Comparison 
group. A total of 7,515 former Head Start children 
and families participated in the study in 1992-1993 
and 1993-1994.

reduces the likelihood that children will live in pov- 
erty, it does not provide a guarantee of escaping 
poverty. This report summarizes results of a project 
to develop a definition of working poor families and 
to provide a baseline of descriptive information 
about them. The primary data sources for the study 
were the 1987, 1988, and 1990-1993 panels of the 
Survey of Income and Program Participation, and 
the Current Population Survey for 1996 and 1997. 
Working poor families are defined as those in which 
either two parents worked at least 35 hours per 
week or a single parent worked at least 20 hours per 
week and had an income below the federal poverty 
line. Findings indicated that in 1996, children living 
in families not meeting the work standard were 
seven times as likely to be poor as children living in 
working families. There were substantial differ- 
ences between working poor families and poor fam- 
ilies not meeting the work standard with respect to 
parent education, home ownership, health insur- 
ance coverage, car ownership, and child care costs. 
The differences illustrate some obstacles to meeting 
the objectives of welfare reform. There were also 
important differences between working poor fami- 
lies and more prosperous working families in terms 
of home and car ownership, paid child care partici- 
pation, and health insurance.

The Class of 1979 project is a longitudinal study 
of the consequences and implications of variability 
in school readiness at the age children enter school. 
The study followed the development of 129 chil- 
dren since 1979, the year in which they entered Kin- 
dergarten.

quently male, more frequently from larger families, 
more frequently later born, and more frequently 
from families with lower occupational skills; (5) in 
school, LR students were more frequently enrolled 
in split classes in primary school, changed schools 
more frequently, and were more frequently referred 
for psychological assessment and for speech/hear- 
ing assessments; (6) in contrast, children in HR 
group were the oldest at time of school entry and 
more frequently had parents with higher occupa- 
tional skills; and (7) HR students had changed 
schools less often, had taken the largest number of 
high school classes, failed the fewest classes, and 
had enrolled in the fewest modified classes.

The University of Chicago's Chapin Hall Center 
for Children conducted an evaluation of the first 
phase (1995-1998) of the MOST (Making the Most 
of Out-of-School Time) Initiative of the Wallace- 
Reader's Digest Funds.

In addition to concrete accomplishments in 
supply-building, staff training and development, 
facilities improvement, and program linkage to 
external resources, MOST raised the awareness of 
stakeholders in each city with respect to what an 
after-school system could be, and demonstrated the 
value of strategic thinking. The initiative helped 
clarify the resources needed and strategies that 
might be used in strengthening after-school pro- 
grams as systems. Its general framework has served 
as an exemplar for other city- and state-level initia- 
tives. MOST also shed light on some of the core 
issues facing the after-school field. For example, 
the initiative demonstrated that it is one thing to 
develop new supply, and another to assure that this 
supply is accessible, equitably distributed, afford- 
able, of decent quality, and sustainable.

Based on the view that major changes in the 
social and economic context in the United States 
require major policy changes related to early child- 
hood education, this paper examines the factors 
supporting public policy changes and how advo- 
cates for change in early childhood education might 
incorporate effective strategies. The paper is pre- 
sented in two parts. Part | reviews the research on 
state policy settings and the factors that tend to sup- 
port policy change. This part focuses attention on 
the ways that state policymakers appear to learn 
from what is going on elsewhere and incorporate 
new ideas into their policy agendas. Several strate- 
gic implications for advocates of policy change are 
presented, such as brainstorming a list of potential 
obstacles to the introduction of a policy innovation 
or shaping the debate so the public will support 
change. Part 2 of the paper takes these general stra- 
tegic implications and considers their relevance to 
efforts to achieve early childhood education for all 
in the United States.

The Special Supplemental Nutrition Program for 
Women, Infants, and Children (WIC) is a federally 
funded program providing supplemental food and 
nutrition services to lower-income pregnant, breast- 
feeding, and postpartum women and also serves 
infants and children up to age 5 who are at nutri- 
tional risk. Included in these services are nutrition 
education, breastfeeding promotion and support, 
and referrals to health and social services. As 
directed by the William F. Goodling Child Nutrition 
Reauthorization Act of 1998, this report: (1) identi- 
fies the number and nature of recent studies that 
have examined the effectiveness of nutrition educa- 
tion, breastfeeding promotion and support, and 
referral services; and (2) summarizes research 
information on the effectiveness of these services. 
Information was obtained through relevant data- 
bases and consultation with WIC program staff and 
other program stakeholders. Twelve demonstration 
and seven impact studies conducted after 1995 were 
examined. Most studies focused on breastfeeding 
promotion and support. Despite some methodologi- 
cal limitations, the findings of the demonstration 
studies suggest that certain types of interventions, 
such as providing breastfeeding support in the hos- 
pital following delivery, have the potential to be 
more effective than the usual WIC interventions. 
The more effective strategies may cost more than 
usual WIC approaches. The findings of the seven 
impact studies provided few insights into the effec- 
tiveness of specific services. Their findings were 
severely limited by methodological constraints, 
including the use of outdated and poor-quality data. 
This report concludes with a recommendation that 
the Department of Agriculture improve demonstra- 
tion research by incorporating relevant cost infor- 
mation. Six appendices include information on the 
methodology, bibliographies of the demonstration 
and impact studies, and a table delineating major 
findings, scope, and limitations of the demonstra- 
tion studies.

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On the basis of individuation approaches to the 
study of parent-adolescent relationships, this study 
hypothesized that connectedness and separation 
will be separately and jointly related to indicators 
of successful identity development. A sample of 
968 students attending 7th and 10th grades was 
drawn to represent different German school tracks. 
The participants completed questionnaires that con- 
tained various scales of the parent-adolescent rela- 
tionship and scales for adolescent self-esteem, 
depression, and loneliness. The relationship scales 
formed four factors: connectedness with mother, 
connectedness with father, separation from parents 
(mothers and fathers combined), and parental moni- 
toring. The study found that connectedness with 
mother and with father were consistently related to 
positive measures of self-concept and emotional 
well-being. However, separation and low levels of 
monitoring were either inconsistently or negatively 
related to these dependent variables. Findings led to 
speculation whether less individuated relationships 
between parents and adolescents are healthier.

Conventional notions of leadership have focused 
on the leader alone rather than on the situation that 
leaders must enable. The common threads to suc- 
cessful rural community development in Australia 
over the last few decades lie in the way the commu- 
nity develops its stores of social capital, which is 
based on trust, shared values, networks, and collec- 
tive action. Models of leadership should refocus on 
situations that demand a leadership of enablement, 
rather than on any single person presumed to some- 
how “conduct” the leadership process from begin- 
ning to end. This refocusing provides an 
opportunity to include and value a wider group of 
people rather than just one “leader.” Qualities of 
interactive processes that foster this leadership of 
enablement include building internal networks; 
building links between internal and external net- 
works; building a history of shared experiences and 
understandings; building shared visions; building 
shared communication; and building each other's 
self-confidence. The main role of leaders under 
these circumstances is developing trust. Tools for 
community builders include relationship building, 
collaborative problem solving, and situational anal- 
ysis.

Most cultures in the world have an educational 

tradition dating from well before the Christian era. 

These ancient educational systems were quite dif- 

ferent from the modern Euro-American system that 

is now so prevalent everywhere, and were success- 
ful in producing graduates who were experts as well 
as citizens of character. This paper suggests that 
many countries could, and probably should, draw 
on their own educational tradition to improve or 
enhance modern education. To illustrate, the paper 
describes one traditional system: that of North 
American Indians. North American Indian children 
up to the age of 10-12 spent their time playing and 
helping their extended families in the tasks of daily 
life, assimilating numerous skills and a strong work 
ethic. Their grandparents usually supervised them 
and supplied stories and examples directed toward 
teaching courtesy and building character. Formal 
education was geared toward a calling, decided by 
the community based on the child's needs, talents, 
and personality. The child then studied for many 
years with one major teacher. Instruction was indi- 
vidually tailored so that children could not fail. 
Assessment was ongoing and conducted by the 
entire community. To be a teacher, one needed to 
master one's profession and apply one's learning 
toward the achievement of wisdom and spiritual 
truth. Character was emphasized throughout the 
process. Other viable systems of education existed 
throughout the world, and despite cultural differ- 
ences, there were similarities among them. Aspects 
of ancient educational systems that could be used in 
reforming the modern Euro-American system of 
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education include local community ownership of 
the school, integrated curriculum, strong emphasis 
on character, changes in the student-teacher rela- 
tionship, and the value of lifelong learning. Exam- 
ples are given of modern adoption of traditional 
educational principles and practices.

Michigan has had responsibilities for educating 

the state's American Indians since the Comstock 

Agreement of 1934. A 1976 legislative act and its 

subsequent revisions provided for state institutions 

of higher education to grant free tuition to certain 

American Indians through the Michigan Indian 

Tuition Waiver (ITW) program. Eligible Indians 

had to have a certain percentage of Indian blood, 

meet pre-enrollment residency requirements, and 
satisfy requirements concerning degree programs 
and full- or part-time attendance. A 1996 study 
found that typical ITW recipients were first-genera- 
tion college students, part-time college students, 
unmarried females with 2-4 dependents, 30 years 
old, and not eligible for most other forms of finan- 
cial aid. Recipients’ mean gross annual income was 
$22,000. Attempts in 1981 and 1994 to repeal the 
program failed, and in 1995 the legislature contin- 
ued the program in spite of the governor's objection. 
In 1996 the legislature eliminated the ITW, but 
waiver amounts were folded into higher education 
base per-pupil funding of each state university and 
college. Continuation of the program thus depended 
on colleges and universities deciding to allocate 
state funding to tuition reimbursement. Since ITW 
grants are no longer a line item, the state cannot 
determine the amount of ITW revenue each univer- 
sity and community college provides in free tuition. 

Since 1976, 15,000 Native Americans have enrolied 

in the program. Twenty years later, approximately 

70 percent of those enrolled had completed some

require every Montana school to conduct a self- 
evaluation at least every 10 years. For some small 
Montana schools this has been an informal process 
and often more anecdotal than data driven.

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Rural schools in South Africa are often found on 
farms. These “farm schools” are usually erected by 
the farmer to educate the children of farm laborers.

ing whether teachers experience the organizational 
climate as positive or negative; principals may 
experience uncertainty about their positions since 
the farmer owns the school and students are chil- 
dren of farm employees.

Although most 
schools are connected to the Internet, most class- 
rooms are not. Investments in new instructional 
technology must include funding and time for pro- 
fessional development of teachers. Much current 
staff development does not address skills needed to 
move beyond replicating familiar classroom activi- 
ties on a computer. Training is also needed for 
administrators, many of whom completed their 
administrative training before the emphasis on 
computer applications. With rapidly changing tech- 
nology, constant efforts are needed to keep abreast 
of new developments. Access to technology may 
enable the neediest schools to overcome the effects 
of poverty and isolation, improve their educational 
quality, and allow students to become the techno- 
logical leaders of the future.

This book explores the history of sports programs 
at federally operated boarding schools for Native 
Americans. The focus is on students who did not go 
on to greater athletic glory but who found in sports 
something otherwise denied them by the boarding 
school program: a sense of community, accomplish- 
ment, and dignity. The first two chapters explore the 
emergence of high-profile sports programs at the 
Carlisle and Haskell schools. Sports helped to jus- 
tify and promote the educational mission of board- 
ing schools by displaying Native Americans 
behaving and competing in a manner that was con- 
tained, civilized, and restrained.

(Saskatchewan) and the University of Victoria

Americans have the smallest percentage of second- 
ary and postsecondary students performing at the 
advanced level in mathematics of all ethnic groups.

This book examines the presentation of Ameri- 

can Indian music by elementary music educators in 
Oklahoma, which has the largest American Indian 
population of any state. A literature review covers

American Indians experience many problems 
related to alcohol misuse. However, there are pre- 
vention approaches that work to reduce risk of alco- 
hol misuse among American Indians. With regard to 
the way prevention workers carry out their work in 
American Indian communities, programs must 
emerge from the community, prevention workers 
must demonstrate a commitment to the community, 
and non-community members need to develop cul- 
tural sensitivity. Developing cultural sensitivity 
involves first becoming aware of one's own cultural 
values and learning about differences relative to 
other cultures, and then spending time in a commu- 
nity.

Those who come from non-American Indian cul- 
tures have dominated traditional models for heal- 
ing and prevention. The assumption that current 
training strategies, program manuals, and levels of 
competence with regard to cross-cultural skills and 
knowledge are sufficient is arguable.

vention efforts. The design and methodology of the 
project incorporated a “naturalistic” approach to 
help preserve cultural integrity and respect multiple 
perspectives. Data were gathered from archival 
sources, 50 personal interviews and 12 focus 
groups. One powerful theme traced the negative 
effects of substance abuse in participants’ commu- 
nities, including the generational transmission of 
substance abuse behavior; the damage it caused to 
families, friends, community, and culture; and its 
link to child abuse. The importance of culture, spiri- 
tuality, and tradition was stressed in counteracting 
these negative effects. Participants stated that 
NANACOA realized the importance of culture by 
encouraging pride in one's ethnic identity, stressing 
the importance of rediscovering Native ways, and 
affirming the importance of culture in the healing 
journey. Several participants stressed the impor- 
tance of support from family, friends, community, 
and staff members in maintaining a sober lifestyle. 
NANACOA was described as an organization that 
promoted healing and self-care, encouraged learn- 
ing, and served as a source of support and empower- 
ment. Recommendations for how NANACOA could 
better serve Native Americans included making 
conferences and workshops more affordable, 
including elders in conference programming, hav- 
ing a separate youth track, coming to reservations 
and smaller communities, and having regional rep- 
resentation.

School-based drug abuse prevention programs 
have been a standard approach in American Indian 
communities for three decades, but the evidence for 
their effectiveness is meager. However, it is unrea- 
sonable to expect that schools alone could have a 
major impact on a behavior that has multiple and 
interactive social causes. It would be folly to elimi- 
nate school-based efforts since they come from one 
of the major socialization forces in the lives of 
American Indian children and it may be that these 
initiatives have some as-yet unmeasured effect. The 
total answer to the drug abuse problem will only 
come when all elements of the community can come 
together and present a unified message to their 
young people. The many specific avenues for pre- 
vention that are available in American Indian com- 
munities have been listed and all must be brought to 
bear on the problem. Given what we know about 
American Indian families and what the research is 
beginning to show, it is absolutely essential that 
they be significantly involved in any drug preven- 
tion strategy. Any effort that does not include the 
family will certainly overlook the major asset of 
American Indian communities and likely will not 
succeed. The schools continue to do their part, but 
they alone do not have the potency needed to 
address this most serious problem.

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The federal Universal Service Fund—the E- 

Rate—helps provide Internet access to schools and 

libraries. This report analyzes how public schools’ 

participation in the E-Rate program varied by their 

percentage American Indian enrollment, with a 

focus on Bureau of Indian Affairs (BIA) schools. 

The analysis covers program Year | (January 1998- 

June 1999) and Year 2 (July 1999-June 2000). 

Results indicate that most non-BIA schools serving 

American Indians applied for the E-Rate program. 

Application rates varied from about 60 percent for 
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schools with 50-80 percent American Indian enroll- 
ment to about 80 percent for schools with 0-2 per- 
cent American Indians. While application rates 
generally increased with school size, rates of non- 
BIA schools with over 80 percent American Indian 
enrollment were not as clearly related to school 
size. BIA schools greatly increased their E-Rate use 
between Years | and 2. After a Year-1 application 
rate of only 35 percent, BIA schools had the highest 
Year-2 rate of any group of schools analyzed—over 
95 percent—and received over 3 times the national 
average in per-student funding commitments. Total 
commitments to BIA schools in Year 2 were over $6 
million. All BIA applicants were funded. BIA Year- 
2 application rates were higher than other schools 
with similar levels of poverty and rural/urban loca- 
tion and much higher than other schools with 100 
percent American Indian enroliment. (SV) 
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This paper is part of a broader study considering 

effects of welfare reform on households in rural 

areas. This report describes the findings of qualita- 
tive research, which examined welfare reform 

implementation and availability of services in 12 

rural communities in Alabama, Arkansas, Califor- 

nia, and Maine. The study sites were diverse in 
terms of geographic isolation, unemployment rate, 
and racial composition. In each location, welfare 
staff, service providers, and community representa- 
tives were asked about implementation of work 
requirements, time limits, and other provisions of 
welfare reform; recipients’ access to jobs and ser- 
vices; and the most serious barriers to implementa- 
tion in rural areas. Employment opportunities 
varied greatly across sites, but all sites reported that 
most jobs obtained by welfare recipients paid the 
minimum wage and offered few possibilities of 
advancement. Education played an important role 
in determining a community's economic prospects 
and the potential for welfare recipients to attain 
self-sufficiency. Low education levels were a major 
barrier at seven sites, and at two of these, the quality 
of public schools was particularly poor. Community 
social capital—its capacity to assist its neediest cit- 
izens—was reflected in socially supportive atti- 
tudes in 10 communities. Although most 
communities were poor, the variation in their ability 
to provide a safety net for the poor was noteworthy. 

Promising practices were identified in the areas of 

education and training, transportation and accessi- 

bility, supportive services, and community involve- 
ment. An appendix presents site profiles. (SV) 
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China's official history maintains that the radical 
egalitarianism of the Cultural Revolution (1966-76) 
led to economic disaster. This book challenges that 
view. Drawing on local interviews and records in 
rural Jimo County, Shandong Province, this study 
contends that the Cultural Revolution's political 
convulsions democratized village political culture 
and spurred the growth of rural education, leading 
to substantial and rapid economic development. 
These claims are contentious, the author's perspec- 
tive as a village child who received an education 
due to the Cultural Revolution being at odds with 
that of urban elite scholars, who were attacked dur- 
ing that era. Chapter 1 recounts the relationship 
between Jimo peasants and the Communist Party 
during the Civil War and the betrayal of Party prom- 
ises as communist cadres assumed the traditional 
autocratic status of rural officials. Chapter 2 
describes perpetuation of the rural-urban education 
gap during the early years of communist power and 
how the rural educational system served to drain 
talent from rural areas. Chapters 3-4 describe suc- 
cesses and failures of the collective economic orga- 
nization and related political empowerment in 
villages. Chapter 5 documents rural education's 
massive expansion during the Cultural Revolution, 
which allowed nearly every Jimo child to attend pri- 
mary and lower middle school and produced the 
first cohorts of educated youth to remain in their 
villages. Chapter 6 documents Jimo's rapid growth 
of agricultural production and rural industry during 
the era. Chapter 7 outlines consequences of the 
reversal of Cultural Revolution reforms, including 
the collapse of rural education and human services 
systems that depended on the collective economy 
and the return of rural illiteracy. (Contains 28 Chi- 
nese references, 85 references in English, photo- 
graphs, and an index.) (SV) 
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When the national forests were withdrawn from 

the public domain a century ago, they were estab- 

lished with the assurances that proceeds from the 
sustainable management of their natural resources 
would be shared with local governments. These 
proceeds partially refund the tax revenues lost by 
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local governments and go toward funding rural 
schools, roads, and other services. Since 1990, con- 
troversies over federal forest management policies 
and reduced timber sales have decreased these pay- 
ments dramatically, leaving many rural schools in 
difficult circumstances. A Senate subcommittee 
held hearings on proposed legislation that would 
establish a set amount to be paid to affected local 
governments and apply available receipts to meet 
these payments, with general treasury funds making 
up the difference. Only 75 percent of the payments 
would go to the traditional schools and roads pro- 
gram; 25 percent would be given to the counties for 
federal-land management projects developed 
locally. The bill aims to provide secure funding for 
rural schools while giving people a new incentive to 
work together at the local level. Testimony from 
U.S. Senators; county commissioners; and repre- 
sentatives of organizations advocating school, envi- 
ronmental, community, and timber industry 
interests discussed details of funding mechanisms, 
the balance between economic and ecological con- 
cerns, the composition and duties of local advisory 
committees, the risk of catastrophic wildfires, and 
issues related to community survival. (SV) 
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When the National Forest System was estab- 

lished in 1907, Congress required that 25 percent of 

revenues derived from National Forests be shared 
with the counties where they are situated. These 
proceeds partially refund the tax revenues lost by 
local governments and help fund rural schools, 
roads, and other services. In recent years, reduced 
timber sales have decreased these payments dra- 
matically, seriously impacting educational pro- 
grams, road maintenance, and other services in the 
affected counties. This report from the Senate Com- 
mittee on Energy and Natural Resources presents 
and recommends passage of S. 1608, which would 
establish secure payments for states and counties 
containing federal lands and apply available forest 
revenues to meet these payments, with general trea- 
sury funds making up the difference. Of the pay- 
ments made, 80-85 percent would go to the 
traditional schools and roads program; 15-20 per- 
cent would be given to the counties for federal-land 
management projects developed locally. The bill 
aims to provide secure funding for rural schools 
while improving cooperative relationships among 
the people that use and care for federal lands and 
federal management agencies. This report contains 
the text of the legislation; its purpose, background, 
and history; and explanations of each legislative 
section. A statement by James R. Lyons, Agricul- 
ture Under Secretary for Natural Resources and 

Environment, explains why the Clinton Administra- 

tion opposed this bill, citing the need to sever com- 

pletely the link between timber sales and 
educational funding.

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The U.S. Commission on Civil Rights calls for an 
end to the use of Native American images and team 
names by non-Native schools. While respecting the 
right to freedom of expression, the Commission 
believes that the use of Native American images and 
nicknames in school is insensitive and should be 
avoided. In addition, these mascots may violate 
anti-discrimination laws. Since the 1960s, many 
overtly derogatory symbols and images offensive to 
African Americans have been eliminated. How- 
ever, many secondary schools, postsecondary insti- 
tutions, and professional sports teams continue to 
use Native American nicknames and imagery 
despite the vigorous opposition of American Indian 
leaders and organizations. It is particularly disturb- 
ing that Native American references are still found 
in educational institutions, where they may create a 
racially hostile educational environment intimidat- 
ing to Indian students. American Indians have the 
lowest high school graduation, college attendance, 
and college graduation rates. These problems may 
be exacerbated by the perpetuation of harmfu! ste- 
reotypes. While some schools maintain that Indian 
imagery stimulates interest in American Indian cul- 
ture, stereotypes encourage interest only in mythi- 
cal “Indians” and block genuine understanding of 
contemporary Native people as fellow Americans. 
The elimination of stereotypes will make room for 
education about real Indian people, current Native 
issues, and the rich variety of American Indian cul- 
tures in our country. (SV)

larly the Supreme Court, have applied constitu- 

tional law principles to Latino communities and 
individuals in three areas: public education, the sta- 
tus of Puerto Rico, and jury selection. Consistent 
with traditional views of American society as bira- 
cial (black and white), constitutional law discus- 
sions frequently focus only on liberty or equality. 
This paper shows examples of how courts have 
resisted constitutional challenges based on plural- 
ism or have favored principles of equality over 
those of pluralism, and how resulting decisions 
have not protected Latino rights. Over the past cen- 
tury, Latinos have sought equal educational oppor- 
tunities through desegregation, bilingual education, 
and challenges to school funding schemes. Efforts 
to improve educational conditions initially focused 
on breaking down segregation based on notions of 
equality, as Latino precursors to Brown v. Board of 
Education exemplify. In the Southwest, Mexican 
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Americans emerged as a separate identifiable class, 
which greatly complicated the desegregation analy- 
sis. In addition, some Mexican American parents 
wanted to maintain a “critical number” of Latino 
students in particular schools as a necessary prereq- 
uisite for bilingual education programs. In Colo- 
rado, the Tenth Circuit Court mandated 
desegregation, ruling that bilingual education could 
not substitute for desegregation. This paper also 
discusses Supreme Court rulings that jury trials are 
not required in Puerto Rico and that Spanish-speak- 
ing bilinguals may be removed from a jury when 
they might challenge a translation of testimony in 
Spanish.

The present rush to liberalize the economy in 
most countries, is for some people a matter of prin- 
ciples and, for others, the hard cost of getting rid by 
“elimination” of the vices derived from statism and 
protectionism. In many countries, that kind of eco- 
nomic structure had crystallized their productive 
systems as a consequence of restrictions imposed 
on individual and group initiative, and made it diffi- 
cult to keep pace with the rest of the world. Particu- 
larly in societies on their way to development, an 
always increasing number of individuals had found 
it easier to fulfill their ambitions by viciously taking 
advantage of the condescend complicity of their fel- 
low citizens. The problem is that it is easier to get 
rid of economical systems than to change behav- 
ioral patterns. In the field of technical education, 
that slackened behavior makes goals almost unat- 
tainable. Creative thinking, prime mover of techni- 
cal innovation and scientific and technological 
research, has been one of the principal casualties of 
that behavior. The article recalls some well-known 
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educational principles and teaching practices, in 
order to help delineate policies and the strategic 
management of technical education. Even if they 
may seem obvious by themselves for an observer of 
an already well organized society it is not such a 
simple matter for somebody from an “emerging” 
nation. It will be a good contribution if the article is 
of some help to the work of deciding which princi- 
ples and practices should be sustained without con- 
cessions and which others may be relaxed in favor 
of other needs.

Though there have been many efforts to reform 
science teaching at the K-12 level over the past 
decade so that all students can engage in meaning- 
ful science activity and become scientifically liter- 
ate, colleges and universities are just beginning to 
redesign their science curriculum and instruction. 
This paper examines the structures, practices, and 
pedagogical approaches of a reform-based college 
science classroom and illuminates the pathways and 
roadblocks to the participation of females in this 
context. An investigation is made into how the 
instructional practices of inquiry, project, and tech- 
nology-based college science courses facilitated the 
legitimate participation of females in science activ- 
ity and discourse. The study focused on one science 
classroom in which students were provided with 
opportunities to engage in inquiry and project- 
based activities and use technology to collect data 
and communicate with others. Several methodolog- 
ical approaches were used in this study including 
classroom observation, interviews with partici- 
pants in the course, and analysis of pertinent docu- 
ments.

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The view of the researcher is that students in the 
upper elementary to middle school range need to 
increase their problem-solving skills by making 
logical deductions and organizing and structuring 
their thoughts through the use of word problems. 
Giving children a daily word problem challenged 
and introduced them to the lesson. This activity 
improved their math test scores and critical think- 
ing. Active learning and thinking allow the student 
to better understand the various methods of solving 
problems. Through the integration of their back- 
ground knowledge and newly learned knowledge, 
students should be able to apply it to similar or new 
situations. The hypothesis of this experiment was 
stated as follows: There is no difference between 
those students that experience traditional mathe- 
matical instruction and those who are receiving the 
extra word problems at the 0.05 level of signifi- 
cance as measured by the book tests. One of the 
goals of a teacher, especially a math teacher, is to 
help students become better problem-solvers and 
develop their critical thinking skills. Problem solv- 
ing is not just word problems or math problems; it is 
a way of thinking and reasoning. Solving a problem 
is not just about getting the right answer; the impor- 
tance of solving a problem is how that solution is 
reached. There are a variety of methods and strate- 
gies that can be used to solve a problem. Past 
knowledge and experiences, communication, a 
willingness to experience new things, and being 
open to look at things from more than one direction 
are all a part of the problem solving experience. 
These things, used in conjunction with exploration 
and experimentation, can enhance critical thinking 
and problem solving. The research study took place 
in a fifth grade class in an eastern Tennessee school 
that is strongly suburban. The researcher taught 
four units which included addition of whole num- 
bers and decimals, subtraction of whole numbers 
and decimals, multiplication of whole numbers and 
decimals, and division of whole numbers and deci- 
mals. The first and third units were the control 
group, while the second and fourth units were the 
experimental groups. Each unit was two weeks 
long. A posttest was given at the end of each unit, 
testing the content of that particular unit. The 


results of this research showed no significant differ- 
ence between the means of the posttests in the tradi- 
tional group and the experimental group. The null 
hypothesis of this experiment stated that there 
would not be a difference between those students 
that experienced traditional mathematical instruc- 
tion to those who received the extra word problems 
at the 0.05 level of significance as measured by the 
book tests. According to the results, there was a 
0.081 level of significance; therefore, the researcher 
retained the null hypothesis. At the beginning of the 
experiment (during the traditional instruction), the 
students seemed unsure about the steps of problem 
solving, and they were stuck on the idea that there is 
only one way to solve a math problem. By the end of 
the experiment, especially during the units with the 
extra word problem at the beginning, the students 
were looking for different ways to solve problems, 
and their answers were more detailed. The students 
could tell another person exactly how they solved 
the problem, and they had developed a true under- 
standing of why their method worked as well as one 
or two other methods in the class.

He pro- 
posed a new development framework taking into 
account the widening poverty gap, the increase in 
unemployment, as well as the growth in population, 
water scarcity, food security, and the danger of 
social unrest. In the area of education, a change of 
discourse included the fear of social unrest and the 
question of “social cohesion.” This paper examines 
two contemporary World Bank publications in edu- 
cation and development: “Decentralization of Edu- 
cation: Demand-Side Financing in Education” 
(Patrinos and Ariasingam, 1997/1999) and “Assess- 
ing Aid: What Works, What Doesn't and Why” 
(Dollar and Pritchett, 1998). The paper states that if 
these two documents are not an “official view” of 
the World Bank concerning education and develop- 
ment, then the education policy paper entitled 
“Education Sector Strategy” (World Bank, 1999) 
cannot be denied as an official and recent World 
Bank document showing the organization's educa- 
tional agenda. It examines in detail this third docu- 
ment. It notes that many documents mentioned in 
World Bank publications as a base for their work 
continue to be kept in secrecy, inaccessible to the 
public.

This article describes efforts by Plymouth State 
College (PSC), New Hampshire, to improve the 
writing deficiencies of otherwise qualified candi- 
dates for teacher education programs.

Writing is assessed during first-year orientation. 
Students scoring below a certain level are required 
to enroll in specially designed sections of English 
composition.

Faculty 
advisors provide support and monitoring through- 
out the student's program. Through early identifica- 
tion and intervention, student writing concerns are 
systematically addressed and supported. Participat- 
ing students completed a survey on their percep- 
tions of: the degree to which faculty and courses 
worked to improve their writing; their use of sup- 
port services; opportunities provided by education 
courses for improving their writing; themselves as 
writers; and the importance of writing in connection 
with their career goals. Students perceived that their 
writing development was enhanced by the course's 
frequent, meaningful writing assignments, which 
were carefully read by faculty who in turn provided 
timely, substantive feedback.

Despite this, student teachers believed they 
would create more democratic circumstances for 
their students when they began teaching in their 
own classrooms. In general it was found that the 
educational level of the student-teacher's father and 
personality influenced student participation in 
classroom discussion.

For the Angoff method, the 800 test items were 
divided into 2 sets, and each member reviewed 
about 480 items. For the Item Map method, 13 maps 
were constructed based on the combination of spe- 
cialty and dimension. Each map had five to seven 
items ordered by the item difficulties calibrated 
from a previous examination, and judges were 
asked to draw a line on a map to indicate that items 
below the line were those candidates should master 
in order to start practicing medicine and items 
above the line were those candidates could master 
later. The values of the lines were the difficulty val- 
ues, in logits of the items immediately below the 
lines. The standard set by the Angoff method was 
substantially more severe than the standard s et by 
the Item Map method, but the latter better reflected 
the desired content criterion of minimum compe- 
tence. The result was more practical, and the stan- 
dard set was consistent with historical data. The 
Rasch model method was, in this case, a truly crite- 
rion-referenced method. (SLD) 
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This case study describes what performance- 
based instruction looks like when committed teach- 
ers implement it in the classroom. The focus is ele- 
mentary mathematics. A literature review revealed 
five aspects of perform ince-based classrooms: (1) 
epistemology; (2) curriculum orientation; (3) 
assessment paradigm; (4) instructional strategies; 
and (5) role expectations. These aspects were con- 
sidered in the study, which took place in Kentucky 
where a mathematics portfolio had been mandated 
for state assessment purposes. A series of inter- 
views with 10 teachers was supplemented by a year- 
long in-depth study of 2 of these teachers who were 
judged to have the highest performance-based 
instruction implementation. Data reveal some 
underlying characteristics of the performance- 
based classroom. It is a caring classroom character- 
ized by connectionist learning theory and a thinking 
and doing curriculum and diverse opportunities to 
learn with ongoing assessment, feedback, and 
adjustment. On the basis of this study, a nascent 
conceptual framework may be constructed around 
the construct of performance-based instruction.

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The effectiveness of the magnet school program 
of the Duval County Public Schools, Florida, was 
studied. The magnet schools were established at 
approximately half of the district's 150 schools as 
part of a desegregation plan. The schools offered a 
variety of theme programs. In spring 1998, the pro- 
gram was evaluated by four subcommittees of a 
steering committee, focusing on: (1) the unique and 
innovative nature of the program; (2) the achieve- 
ment of desegregation; (3) academic achievement; 
and (4) parent and community involvement. The 
committee found that the number of schools with 
the “magnet” designation should be reduced, and 
the focus of the remaining magnets be better 
defined. Academic achievement for magnet school 
students was found to exceed that of nonmagnet 
school students at all levels. Thirty-seven of the dis- 
trict's 78 schools with magnet programs met the 
minimum desegregation requirements of the court's 
mandate. Forty-two percent of the elementary mag- 
net schools and 39% of the secondary magnet 
schools had above-average volunteer participation, 
and similar percentages had an above-average num- 
ber of business partners. The obvious success of 
these programs in the areas of academic achieve- 
ment and community and parent involvement indi- 
cate the benefits to students resulting from parent 
choice in school selection and assignment. (Con- 
tains 14 references.)

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This study used a qualitative research methodol- 
ogy to examine how four primary teachers used a 
district literacy performance assessment. Data were 
collected through observations, interviews, and 
documents. Grounded theory and NUD*IST soft- 
ware were used for text analysis and theory build- 
ing. Findings show that a theory-grounded teacher- 
empowered K-2 performance assessment program 
accompanied by the school district's low level of 
interference could interact very well with teachers’ 
high ethical standards on assessments. When the in- 
service training was voluntary, teachers did not 
spontaneously practice comprehended portfolio use 
or students self-assessment, but rather relied on 
observation and interview. Rubrics seemed to work 
as conceptual frameworks for data collection and 
evaluation, and teachers usually grounded their 
evaluations on evidence. Dimensional scoring and 
flexible marking across proficiency levels were 
implemented, and teachers appeared to focus on 
student strengths. The information obtained from 
the literacy assessment was criterion referenced and 
individualized. Teachers did not use normative lan- 
guage when commenting on student performance. 
Assessment results were generally used to keep 
track of student performance and to provide reme- 
dial teaching, but there seemed to be a gap between 
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assessment results and corresponding pedagogical 
Strategies. It is recommended that performance 
assessment programs be accompanied by teacher 
in-service education on repertories of instructional 
Strategies, but it is not clear whether teacher 
involvement in rubric development and peer discus- 
sions would make assessment results more instruc- 
tionally useful. Eight appendixes contain 
supplemental material and some of the documents 
used in the study.

More kindergarten students in 2000 (37%) than in 
1999 were beyond the early-emergent/emergent 
reading stage by the end of the year, but almost one 
quarter of both kindergarten and first grade students 
and one-third of second graders were identified as 
in need of extra reading support at the next grade 
level. Fewer students were identified as needing 
extra support in writing. Slightly fewer kindergar- 
ten students in 2000 (11%) than in 1999 remained at 
the pre-emergent stage of mathematics develop- 
ment and were identified as needing extra support in 
the next school year, but the percentage of students 
in grades 1 through 5 demonstrating proficiency in 
none of the mathematics strands or in only one of 
the four strands ranged from 13% at first grade to 
22% at grades 3-5. Four attachments contain details 
about testing results.

In recent years, student 
testing has increasingly become a_ high-stakes 
enterprise in California. Today, policymakers are

how well students, teachers, and schools are meet- 
ing higher and tougher expectations. At present, 
teachers and schools in California receive incen- 
tives funding when test scores go up, but are labeled 
low performing for below average test scores. Tests 
used in California public schools, whether norm- 
referenced or criterion-ref ed, pt to 
answer a variety of questions about the performance 
of students and teachers. There are now more than 
10 different examinations used in California for K- 
12 testing to determine achievement, proficiency, 
and college eligibility placement. Brief descrip- 
tions are given of these testing programs: (1) the 
Stanford 9/Standardized Testing and Assessment 
Reporting (STAR) program; (2) the Golden State 
Examination Program of voluntary end-of-course 
examinations in college preparatory subjects; (3) 
the Mathematics Diagnostic Testing Program; (4) 
Assessments in Career Education; (5) physical fit- 
ness testing; (6) the National Assessment of Educa- 
tional Progress; (7) the High School Exit 
Examination; and (8) the higher education assess- 
ments that include the Scholastic Aptitude Tests 
and the ACT Assessment as well as several 
advanced placement and college placement exami- 
nations.

This report describes the efforts of the North 
Central Regional Educational Laboratory (NCREL) 
during the last several years to respond to direct 
requests from educational stakeholders to help inte- 
grate data into their decision-making processes 
related to school improvement. In some cases, 
NCREL cooperated in the development of educa- 
tional decision-making tools, and in others, NCREL 
began by helping teams of practitioners use data to 
reinforce their curricular and instructional deci- 
sions.

Two scientific ideas have been discerned in 20th 
century thinking: the structuralism common in 
Europe and the functionali pp in the 
United States. This paper presents two experiments 
in text analysis. One discusses the behaviorist writ- 
ing style of Ernest Hemingway. It hypothesizes that 
since he is a behaviorist in practice, he should be a 
functionalist in thought. The basis for this hypothe- 
sis is the functionalistic Visual Cliff experiments in 
which a device was built for testing depth percep- 
tion with the use of a behavior component.

Michel Foucault wrote of the “well-managed 
life” as one that would require a certain “care of the 
self.” As a preliminary to the exploration of the care 
of the self as a scholar, this paper explores why 
scholars choose to live the “researching life” in the 
first place. The experiences of 57 people who com- 
pleted Ph.D.s in Education in New Zealand provide 
the data for this exploration. Interviews with these 
scholars show the important influences of family, 
community, and school, and for some, religious val- 
ues. Whatever the eventual directions their scholar- 
ship took, the participants described their childhood 
and adolescent years as foundational. Many 
reported an early interest in problem solving. Of 
these 57 researchers, 31 had at some point taught in 
the primary schools. Working as a teacher, more 
than attending college, was likely to have inspired 
them to become education academics or profes- 
sional researchers. Success at the master's degree 
level led them to continue to doctoral programs. For 
most of those interviewed, the experience of doing 
the Ph.D. could be conceptualized in terms used by 
Foucault: as a tension between being subject of dis- 
ciplinary norms and crafting an independent schol- 
arly self.

coaches, and | teacher of interns; and (5) an evalua- 
tion of the effectiveness of internship programs that 
will be conducted through evaluation of outcome 
data. An evaluation of these studies will yield infor- 
mation on the best approaches to evaluating begin- 
ning teacher support programs and to improving 
programs.

The use of grid-in formats, such as those requir- 
ing stud to solve probl and fill in bubbles, is 
common on large-scale standardized assessments, 
but little is known about the use of this format with 
a more general population of students than high 
school students taking college entrance examina- 
tions, including those attending public schools in 
grades 8 and 12. Data were taken from the National 
Assessment of Educational Progress (NAEP) math- 
ematics field test for 2,673 examinees in grade 8 
and 2,793 in grade 12. It was expected that there 
would be effects from requiring the grid-in format, 
especially for items that were regularly multiple 
choice, but the effects of the grid-in format are 
larger than expected for short constructed response 
items. Students were also inconsistent in what they 
wrote in the blocks and what they gridded below the 
blocks, resulting in a correct response in one format 
and not in the other. The presence of the grid-in 
response format items apparently discouraged some 
students from attempting items, and this effect 
seems to extend through the blocks containing the 
grid-in items to other items. The results indicate 
that substantial student practice and familiarity 
with the format will be a necessary condition to the 
use of such items.

It is also possible to 
assess the role of the principal with regard to public 
relations through questionnaires completed by 
teachers and members of the public. What teachers, 
parents, and the public desire in a quality school 
curriculum should be determined though carefully 
designed questionnaires. The principal may then be 
assessed according to his or her leadership in imple- 
menting this curriculum. There should also be 
opportunities for principals to assess themselves. 
Their self-assessments, other evaluations, and cre- 
ative thinking should be the basis for planning by 
the principal.

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Latent Growth 
The functional relationships between develop- 

mental change in children's self-control and aca- 

demic achievement were examined using 
longitudinal family data. Multivariate latent growth 
models (LGM) were specified to determine whether 
the rate of growth in academic achievement changes 
as a function of developmental change in self-con- 
trol. Data came from the Rural Georgia Single-Par- 
ent Family Study for 140, 127, and 124 families, 
and 114, 120, and 102 teachers. Self-control and 
academic achievement were significantly associ- 
ated as indicated by the significant covariance 
between the variables’ initial status. Children who 
initially displayed better cognitive and behavioral 
self-control also initially displayed greater aca- 
demic achievement. Change in these variables over 
time, however, was not significantly correlated. 

Measurement invariance was also assessed for the 

Children's Self-Control Scale (CSC) (L. Humphrey, 

1982) and the Woodcock Johnson test. Restrictive 

models, based on assumptions of equality across 

both time and raters, yielded adequate model fit.

As the 
magnitude of effect size increased, the probability 
of getting such a difference by chance decreased, as 
would be expected. Within a given number of sam- 
ples situation, as sample size increased, as 
expected, the probability of getting such a differ- 
ence by chance decreased. Within a given sample 
size, as the number of groups increased, the proba- 
bility of getting such a difference by chance 
increased. Another finding that was consistent 
across all configurations was that the significance 
test protected effect size probability was always 
equal to or less than the unprotected probability, in 
some cases dramatically so. It was clear that the 
addition of the significance test reduced the proba- 
bility of finding a seemingly large effect size by 
chance. Such a protected effect size indicator could 
be an answer to the arguments posed by both those 
who protest against the use of the significance test 
and those who propose its use in judging the magni- 
tude of an observed effect.

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Items on achievement tests are designed to be 
equivalent in educational testing situations. That is, 
the information provided to the student is designed 
to be the same regardless of the ethnicity of the 
examinee. As a result, students of equal ability 
would normally be expected to select the same 
answer regardless of their ethnicity.

Participants in LEF 
conversations defined school safety broadly. They 
considered many MetLife survey findings true in 
their communities. They were poised to broker con- 
nections and advocacy in their communities and 
promote school safety. They stressed the need for: 
full implementation and enforcement of code of 
conduct policies; provision of safe routes to school; 
better cultural understanding between staff and stu- 
dents; and school security. LEFs planned to dissem- 
inate their findings of local community readiness 
and capacity to address health and social service 
needs and violence prevention among students.

States, recent shifts in these patterns, and the extent 

to which changes are due to the international versus 

internal migration, focusing particularly on Califor- 
nia.

nationwide, with many immigrants settling in new 
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places. These new growth states, with little experi- 
ence integrating immigrants, will receive not only 
more immigration but will have a larger share of 
immigrants who have recently arrived and are unfa- 
miliar with U.S. customs and institutions.(Contains 
10 references.)

The Educational Resources Information 
Center (ERIC) has been responsible, since 
its inception, for creating a bibliographic 
database covering the significant literature 
in the field of education. The document and 
book literature (announced monthly in 
Resources in Education (RIE)) has been 
covered since 1966. The journal article 
literature (announced monthly in Current 
Index to Journals in Education (CIJE)) has 
been covered since 1969. The database 
through 1999 contains 951,770 records 
(1.085 gigabytes) and has a growth rate of 
over 30,000 records (about 35 megabytes) 
annually. 


The ERIC database is available in electronic 
form to organizations for a wide variety of 
applications, including to vendors or others 
offering value-added online services or CD- 
ROM products. 


Under authorization from the U.S. 
Department of Education, the ERIC 
database is provided in electronic form by 
the ERIC Processing and Reference Facility. 
The entire backfile (1966 to present) is 
available, as well as regular updates on a 
monthly or quarterly basis, to keep the 
database current. These data are offered at 
unusually low cost to encourage the widest 
possible dissemination. 


The basic RIE and CIJE bibliographic files 
are available in the well-known “DIALOG B” 
format, as ASCII files with the data fully 
fielded and each field tagged. The individual 
variable length records include the complete 
ERIC “resume” (cataloging, indexing, and 
abstract or annotation) of each document or 
journal article announced. 


In addition to the basic bibliographic files, 
several peripheral files are also available: 


(1) Thesaurus of ERIC Descriptors (a 
controlled subject indexing vocabulary 
consisting of formally approved 
Descriptors); 


Identifier Authority List (IAL) (a 
semi-controlied list of additional subject 
content Identifiers, e.g., proper names, 
candidate Descriptors, etc.); 


Source Directory (an authority list of 
names of organizations that have 
prepared or sponsored documents 
processed by ERIC); 


ERIC Digests in Full Text (EDO). 
ERIC Digests are brief 2-3 page (about 
1500 word) documents on “hot topics”. 
The EDO file contains the full text of 
these documents appended to the 
regular ERIC bibliographic recerds for 
each item. 


The ERIC database files (RIE and CIJE) may 
be purchased individually or together. 


Backfile orders, because of the large amount 
of data involved, are sent to the purchaser 
on either reel magnetic tape or DAT 
magnetic tape, as the purchaser prefers. 
The preferred mode of distribution for the 
monthly or quarterly updates is by FTP 
electronic transmission, directly to the 
subscriber’s computer.

Users from approximately 100 
countries perform an estimated half million online or CD-ROM searches a year using a variety of available commercial 
systems (listed below). 


Users wishing to search ERIC online need a computer terminal that can link by telephone (via modem or network 
connection) with the vendor’s system. Those preferring stand-alone CD-ROM systems must have a computer equipped 
with a CD-ROM drive. 


As an alternative to acquiring your own ERIC search capability, the Directory of ERIC Resource Collections (available from 
any ERIC component) lists approximately 1,000 organizations that perform ERIC searches on demand for users.
